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Salt Creek Not 
A Place To Swim 
— Health Officer 


Water from Salt Creek and the main 


drainage ditches in the residential area 
of Elk Grove Village is not hazardous but 
should not be used for swimming or 
drinking, according to Barbara Watson, 
village health inspector 


Mrs Watson made these conclusions 


based on a year and a half of samples 
taken from the water and tested for bac- 
teria. The survey was supervised by 
John Schultz. sanitary engineer for the 
Cook County Health Department. 


About 11 sites were included in the sur- 


vey in the creek, the Elk Grove Boule- 
vard ditch and Kennedy Boulevard ditch. 
Ditches in the industrial park were not 
tested because they flow toward Willow 
Creek, according to Donna Farley, mem- 
ber of the Board of Health which receiv- 
ed the report 


Approximately 130 of the samples were 


tested from June, 1969, to December, 
1970 


Samples were also tested for oxygen 


content of these two areas plus Lake Cos- 
man north of Biesterfield Road 


Based on the results, Mrs. Watson 


said, "Although these figures from the 
ditch and stream are not acceptable for 
swimming waters, they are natural to 
waters of this type "

'Oldtimer9 Prefers Modern Way Of Things

Dirt roads, horse-drawn wagons, and 


long hours 


William Rohlwmg remembers those 


days when Elk Grove Township was 
nothing but farming country south of Ar- 
lington Heihgts 


Rohlwing was born Sept. 20, 1892, in 


the days when many a man worked from 
before sunrise to well after sundown on a 
farm in this area 


Today the six-square-mile township in- 


cludes portions of Arlington Heights, Elk 
Grove Village, Mount Prospect, Des 
Plaines, Rolling Meadows. 


The son of a farmer, Rohlwing had 


little choice about his life's work. His fa- 
ther died when he was 16, leaving young 
Rohlwing and his brother Herman to 
farm 320 acres near what now are Illi- 
nois Rtes S3 and 58 


The area was mostly German in those 


days, said Rohlwing, and it was not un- 
usual for many people to speak the lan- 
guage as well 


Rohlwing attended school for eight 


years at St Peter Lutheran Church in 
Schaumburg Township, where many 
farmers sent their children. 


"People were friendlier in those days. 


They weren't in such a hurry," he said, 
sitting behind a table in the town hall, 
2400 S. Arlington Heights Rd. 


A short man about five-foot six inches, 


Rohlwing is the supervisor for Elk Grove 
Township, a position he has held for 18 
years. 


The years have been good to Rohlwing 


and though his dark blond hair has long 
since left him, he moves around well for 
a man his age — 78. Slightly hunched, he 
walks slowly. "I'm shrinkin,'," he said, 
managing a smile. "My legs kinda give 
out but nothing bothers me, Thank God." 


"I must lead a clean life," he laughed, 


adding that be quit smoking cigars about 
a year ago when, "I got a bad cold." As 
far as liquor is concerned, Rohlwing said 
he'll "drink anything that comes along — 
within reason." 


Rohlwing gave up farming in 1958 


when he sold his land to the Cook County 
Forest Preserve District and the devel- 
oper of a shopping center. 


He moved to 901 S loka St, Mount 


Prospect, a town Rohlwing said once 
was "just a little train depot" where 
trains stopped to pick up milk. Having 
invested his money in real estate, he now 
lives comfortably. 


Married twice - both his wives died - 


Rohlwing has seven sons and one daugh- 
ter. He is the grandfather of 21 grand- 
children and 16 great grandchildren. 
"They all live within driving distance," 
boasts Rohlwing. 


A large family would have come in 


handy years ago on Rohlwing's large 


farm when there were few time-saving 
devices. 


"We really had to work hard," he re- 


called "We did all the work by hand and 
with horses." 


Aksed if he yearned for those days of 


growing crops and plowing fields he 
quickely replied: 


'No I wouldn't like to go back to the 


olden days The only time I enjoyed 
farming is when I got big equipment — 
a tractor — and then I'd drive it all day 


"With modern machinery farming is 


easy," he asserted. "Today a farmer has 
got to have big machinery " 


Rohlwing didn't aprpeciate the long 


hours at work or the six-hour rides to the 
Randolph Street market in Chicago that 
he made occasionally 


He didn't have a truck before 1917 so 


the journey had to be made in a horse- 
pulled wagon There were stables for the 
horses in the market but the dnvers 
slept on the wagons, he said 


Elgin was the closest "big town " Ar- 


lington Heights was next. "It had a the- 
ater," Rohlwing said Palatine was five 
miles away and the location of the Bow- 
man Dairy, he added. 


Rohlwing grew corn, wheat and oats on 


his farm as did many of the farmers 
west of the Ned Brown Forest Preserve, 
"East of the forest preserve was truck 
farms," he said. 


Rohlwing served a term as town tax 


collector in the 1930s during the Depres- 
sion 


"Those were rough years. We were 


lucky we had that farm. A farmer is the 
last one who will starve," he said, with a 
trace of pride in his voice. 


Rohlwing was elected town supervisor 


in 1953 


"I got the same job my father had," he 


said His father, John Rohlwing, after 
whom the road (now Rte. 53) was 
named, was supervisor from 1901 to 1908. 


Rohlwing said he was asked to run for 


office by Albert Wille, town supervisor 
for 28 years. 


"I said OK Threw my hat in the ring," 


he said. 


About the job, Rohlwmg said it keeps 


him alive and busy. 


"If I stayed home I'd just look at the 


four walls and fade away. It keeps me 
alive," he asserted 


As supervisor Rohlwing is paid $7,000 a 


year, a far cry from the $400 he got when 
he started out in 1963. 


He is in charge of all the town ac- 


counts, the sanitary sewer system, and a 
number of other jobs. The most impor- 
tant is the general assistance fund, also 
known as public aid, which he adminis-

Funds collected from Northwest subur- 


ban residents will serve as the basis for 
a new program to help area low-income 
families to establish a credit record by 
borrowing money at a reduced rate. 


The program was developed by the 


board of directors of the Northwest Op- 
portunity Center, located in Rolling 
Meadows, in cooperation with die Bank 
of Rolling Meadows. The center serves 
residents of Schaumburg, Wheeling, Pal- 
atine, Harrington, Elk Grove and Hano- 
ver townships. Low-income guidelines 
are established by the center. 


According to Mrs. William Trevor of 


Rolling Meadows, the loans of up to $300 
will be secured through the N'rthwest 
Opportunity Center's emergency fund ac- 
count at the Bank of Rolling Meadows. 
She is on the center's board of directors 
and is treasurer. The money was collect- 
ed from churches and individuals in the 
Northwest Suburban area. 


"THE NEED FOR this emergency 


fund became apparent over a year ago," 
said Mrs. Trevor. "The catalyst was a 
fire in unincorporated Elk Grove Village, 
after which several families were evicted 
from substandard dwellings. In order to 
help these people, the center's board of 
directors felt we should establish an 
emergency fund, to supplement our regu- 
lar funds. 


"We voted to keep $1,000 in an emer- 


gency account, and since that time we 
have been dispensing $800 to $1,000 a 
month in these extra funds. Medical 
bills, housing, and during the winter, 


fuel, account for the biggest share of 
these funds," she said. "There are also 
people who need money to buy a car 
when they start a job."

Library To End Fiscal Year With Deficit 


The Elk Grove Village public library 


will have a 121,700 deficit at the end of 
iti fiscal year. April 30, according to

brary He said he based his statement on 
information provided by the library's 
business manager, Mrs Virginia James 


Robert Fleming, president of the li-

The library board has asked the village 


board for a $30.000 loan to meet its finan- 
cial obligations However, Coney main- 
tains the library actually needs a $51,000 
loan

that amount could "jeopardize village 
services." he said 


The $30,000 would come from the vil- 


lage's working cash fund of $100,000. Con- 
ey was hesitant to recommend lending 
any more from this fund because the vil- 
lage may need the money itself later this 
year because of late tax distributions by 
Conk County authorities 


Distributions are not expected until 


"late July." said Coney 


Ordinarily they are made earlier but 


because of late tax bills this year dis- 
tributions to taxing bodies will be late 


A loan of more than $30,000 to the li- 


brary could result in the village having 
to purchase tax anticipation warrants, 
Coney said. 


TAWs, as they are called, are interest 


bearing loans obtained from a bank. 
Many school districts operating with 
deficit budgets use them, however, the 
Elk Grove Village government has not 
had to use them in its 14-year history. 


Coney suggested the library toard pur- 


chase tax anticipation warrants. "Some- 
one's going to have to us« them," he 
said. 


CHARLES WILLIS, village manager, 


also warned that curtailments in village 
services and projects may be necessary 
if additional revenue is needed for the 
library. 


Some of the services and projects in- 


clude: purchase of police cars, street re- 
pairs, water services, parkway trees, 
sidewalk replacement, and possibly per- 
sonnel, he said. 


"The precise impact has not been de- 


termined," Willis said. 


Trustee James O'Brien said: "As long

Grove Junior High, the counselor only 
has time to remediate the serious prob- 
lems. 


When asked by the audience if he re- 


quested three counselors instead of one. 
would he then be two teachers short' 
Stone said, "It all depends on the finan- 
cial situation. With the situation now we 
probably can't afford more counselors." 


The council had conducted a study of 


counseling in the junior highs earlier tins 
year and recommended to the board of 
education that additional counselors be 
hired. The board has not acted on that 
recommendation as yet.

Contract negotiations between Schaum- 


burg Township School Dist. 54 teachers 
and board will start late this year. 


Wayne Schaible, district superintend- 


ent, said he has been informally notified 
teachers will want to start negotiating 
late in March or early in April. In the 
past, said Schaible, bargaining talks 
have usually begun in late December or 
early January. 


Schaible said he does not know why 


negotiations are starting later this year, 
but believes other school districts also 
are starting late. Negotiations in Dial. 54 
are held only as the teachers request 
them each year, and there is no con- 
tractual deadline for a request to be 
made. 


Mrs. Felicia Cichy, presidentelect of 


Schaumburg Teachers Association and a 
teacher at Fairview School, explained 
why the organization has delayed its 
request 


NEGOTIATIONS .SEEMED to be un- 


necessarily long, she said, with little ac- 
complished in early sessions. The drawn- 
out process was a burden to bargaining 
teams for both sides, requiring a lot of 
their time. The association hopes to 
shorten the process, she said. 


The association already has named its 


team. Members are Mrs. Cichy; Gerald 
Cody, Schaumburg School teacher and 
outgoing association president; Robert 
Streepy, Keller School; Jay Hanson, 
Frost School; Miss Diane Stebbins, Doo- 
ley School; Miss Sharon Salch, Hale 
School, and Mrs. Rosalyn Hefter, Hale 
School. 


Schaible does not expect the delay in 


beginning talks to cause any budget diffi- 
culties for next year, he said. He and 
other district officials are working on the 
budget now, and already have completed 
their first draft. The budget is to be ef- 
fective July 1, the opening day of school. 


LAST YEAR, negotiations did not end 


until June, just short of six months from 
the opening date. If they last that long 
this year, they will not be over until 
around September, three months after 
the opening of the fiscal year and after 
classes begin. 


Schaible said the board could delay 


adopting the 1971-72 budget until Septem- 
ber, if necessary. If negotiations contin- 
ued beyond that date, he said, and budg- 
et appropriations for salaries were too 
low, a supplementary budget could be 
adopted later in the year. 


Schaible did not comment on what ef- 


fect late negotiations might have on bor- 
ings, or what adjustments in on-salary 
appropriations 
would be necessary 


should a supplemental budget be passed.

In State Politics 


Daniel Walker, the- only announced 


candidate for governor In 1972 sounded 
aa much like a crime-stopper as a politi- 
cian last night as he spoke before the 
Democratic Party Organization of Pala- 
tine Township. 


More than SO people were on hand for 


Walker's first public appearance since 
the civic and business leader announced 
his candidacy. 


The current state of affairs in the 


Democratic Party and Illinois govern- 
ment were the topics of Walker, who 
served as campaign manager for Adlai 
Stevenson HI. 


He flatly rejected the slate-making 


process, saying he was not seeking local 
endorsement, and cited numerous exam- 
ples of what he termed graft and corrup- 
tion in Illinois government and Demo- 
cratic Party ties. 


As author of the famed Walker Report 


and former chairman of the Chicago 
Crime Commission, he cited examples of 
Paul Powell, Southern Illinois University 
scandals, P.J. Cullerton and Chicago 
Democratic committeemen and slate- 
makers who have open links with the 
crime syndicate. 


Throughout his speech he repeated his 


earlier stand taken "against political pa- 


tronage and political prostitution in our 
courts." 


CONCERNING the ilato-making pro- 


cess he said, "I believe the control over 
candidate selection is the heart of what 
is wrong with our Democratic Party to- 
day." He cited the restating of Paul 
Powell in 1964 and 1968 when only one 
slate-maker opposed him. 


"This process quells dissension," he 


said, adding a prediction of a "wide-open 
scramble primary in 1972." 


He said a direct vote by the people 


gives officials a freer hand in redirecting 
priorities toward pollution and other 
pressing problems. 


Knowing he will oppose two party ma- 


chines and an incumbent governor in 
1972 he added, "If you have somebody 
who doesn't owe political debts to politi- 
cal machines, then you can have some- 
one who can do these things for you." 


The tone of his speech was true to the 


announcement of his candidacy when he 
said, "Across the nation the Democratic 
Party has been opening its doors, re- 
forming its organizations, and modern- 
izing its rules. But not in Illinois. The 
party here is still controlled by an anti- 
quated machine dedicated to special 
privilege politics and performing a dis- 
credited function: the exchange of jobs 
<or blocs of votes."

Dear Reader — Yes, there have been 


several accounts recently on the problem 
you mention Young children sometimes 
get lead poisoning from picking paint off 
old buildings One account estimates that 
as many as 20 000 children were afflicted 
this way in New York City in one year 
Fortunately, only two died 


The hidden source of lead poisoning is 


glazed pottery used for cooking or stor- 
ing food or dnnk Lead glazes make 
beautiful pottery and are used in making 
ceramics A report in the New England 
Journal of Medicine recently reported 
the episode you refer to Two young boys 
had been drinking apple juice from 
a 


lead-glazed pitcher and one of them died 
Earthenware pottery bought in Mexico 
can be a real health hazard. Don't use 
any earthenware for food unless you 
know it is not coated with a lead glaze 
WATCH Ot'T. TOO, FOR THOSE CE- 
RAMIC UTENSILS MADE IN CRAFTS 
AT SCHOOL Your child may be pleased 
to see you use a cup he made, but you 
may be gradually poisoning yourself 


Lead poisoning rauses a lot of different 


symptoms, including anemia, headaches, 
irritability and a dark line on the fums 


Abdominal pain and digestive disturb- 


ances, including nausea and vomiting, 
may occur Painters using lead paints of- 
ten have this problem and they may 
even have pain similar to appendicitis 


The brain may be affected, too This 


usually occurs in young children The 
child may have convulsions Mental con- 
fusion can occur with gradual poisoning. 
Some people are left with permanent 
blindness or rieafnes... 


It is hard to diagnose lead poisoning 


from symptoms alone. You need labora- 
tory tests in most cases to be sure Some 
simple blood tests usually identify the 
problem

representative of I.E. DuPont in Chi- 
cago, one of the major explosive manu- 
facturers in Illinois. 


He said his company sells explosives in 


large quantities to mining, quarry and 
construction people, but that "you will 
find small lot distributors in or around 
the city virtually non-existent." 


DU FONT'S HARDWARE consist of 


everything from dynamite and military 
special plastic explosives to black pow- 
der blasting caps 


For about $25 one can purchase 50 


pounds (48 to SO sticks) of dynamite and 
SO blasting caps, he said. 


He said unauthorized persons are not 


buying explosives from his company, and 
probably not from others. "They are 
stealing it from construction sites, road 
gangs and other places it is stored on 
sites where workman are blasting," he 
said 


In any incident involving a bombing, 


federal authorities have the right to en- 
ter the case David Finney is the super- 
visor of criminal investigation of fire- 
arms and explosives for the U.S. Trea- 
sury Department in Chicago. Finney said 
recent legislation makes it very difficult 
for unauthorized persons to purchase or 
sell explosives. 


On Feb. 12 of this year, the Federal 


Organized Crime Act of 1970 went into 
effect. Covering every type of explosives 
short of firecrackers, it imposes strin- 
gent regulations on the sale and pur- 
chase of explosives and provides for even 
tighter punitive measures for violators. 


CONSTRUCTION SITES, for example, 


must now meet federal security stan- 
dards for storing explosives on site. 
Hardware and other businesses cannot 
store explosives if there are permanent 
inhabitants in their building. 


All firms selling explosives must have 


a federal license. The individual con- 
sumer must fill out a form prior to any 
purchase which states he is not a felon, 
former mental patient or narcotic, in ad- 
dition to giving detailed information 
about himself and the purpose he has in 
mind for the product he wants to buy. 


One federal agent who responded to 


Fritzel's bomb scare said those who 
break the law face penalties ranging 
from five years in prison, for t h o s e 
caught and convicted of making a threat 
to explode something, to the death penal- 
ty, for those who carry out that threat 
which may result in loss of lives. He, too, 
felt the greatest source of explosives 
being used are from theft from construc- 
tion sites. 


LOCAL POLICE agreed that the most 


common sources of explosives were con- 
struction companies, hardwares, gun 
shops, sporting goods stores and even 
druggists, where volatile ingredients can 
still be purchased in some areas. 


In Illinois, state laws do not require 


licensing of explosives, but do provide a 
set of restrictions on its possession and 
handling. 


Last Feb. 26, the senate judiciary com- 


mittee in Springfield approved a bill call- 
ing for licensing and stiffer penalty for 
explosives. Still awaiting action by the 
General Assembly, it would be the stif- 
fest law Illinois has had on explosives/ 


People who deal in explosives for a liv- 


ing, like Schoquist at DuPont, generally 
share his feeling that, "We in the ex- 
plosive industry are very concerned with 
what's going on today and are grateful to 
these laws." 


A brief survey of local stores showed 


that most merchants do not stock any 
explosive material except for gun pow- 
der and black powder in gun shops. 


PHARMACISTS EVEN stopped, for 


the most part, stocking volatile chem- 
icals and must now register those they 
do carry under state law. 


Hardwares used to carry dynamite for 


farmers to blow «p tree stumps, but now 
carry nothing more than a low grade ex- 
plosive. 


Arthur Gabrielsen, owner of Ace Hard- 


ware in Arlington Heights, said old- 
timers used explosives on the fourth of 
July, but now there is no telling what it 
will be used for, and "all I can say is 
times sure have changed."

The Senate continued its dohate over 


new filibuster rutes and both the House 
of Representatives and the Senate wel- 
comed the Apollo 14 astronauts last week 
In a relatively quiet Washington week 
that began with a bombing in the Capi- 
tol 


Here are the highlights of activities by 


local representatives and senators. 


MONDAY. MARCH I 


-The Senate. Sen. Charles H. Percy. 


R-III . was one of several co-sponsors of 
a bill that would provide better rehabili- 
tation services for elderly blind people. 


Percy and Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson III, 


D-I11.. both voted against an amendment 
that would have reduced funding for the 
Senate Committee on Labor and Public

SAID. AT the end of the letter, 


xcellence cannot be achieved by sec- 


ond guessing a necessary and sound 
commitment, or by making scapegoats 
of those who are beginning to deliver the 
goods." 


Harper officials pointed out in the last 


week that the college's listed per square 
foot construction cost is $25.99, or $14 un- 
der McCarter's figures. 


Lahti asserts in the message, "We 


should remember, first of all, that we 
are coming into an election year for the 
governorship." He adds that the state of 
the economy and unemployment can pro- 
duce the kind of mood which leads to a 
hunt for scapegoats: 


"The technique is not new; history is 


replete with examples, and in Illinois, at 
least for the present, higher education 
has been singled out as one. of the scape- 
goats." 


He describes Harper as comparable to 


community colleges in New York, Cali- 


fornia and Florida, as it is the first Illi- 
nois public community college to finish 
the first phase of its master plan. 


Lahti also reports Harper has been ac- 


countable to three state agencies: the Il- 
linois Junior College Board, the Illinois 
Board of Higher Education and the Illi- 
nois Building Authority. 


He adds that "core facilities," such as 


the power plant, the library and other 
buildings, have been built first to meet 
an expected enrollment of 7,000 full time 
equivalent students by 1976. 


Beyond physical growth, Lahti asserts 


students, faculty and staff have met the 
test of accountability. He reports that the 
college is moving rapidly to full accredi- 
tation, and that in many areas the col- 
lege has exhibited educational maturity. 


"In reality, Harper truly affects the 


quality of life in the district it serves — 
for the better. And this effect will grow, 
not diminish. Ultimately, what benefits 


such a large portion of Illinois' popu- 
lation . . . will benefit the state as a 
whole." 


In discussing operating expenses, he 


said, "Over the long pull, the critics we 
must respond to are those whom we 
serve directly, for therein lies not only 
our greatest operating 'treasury' but our 
greatest treasure in human resources 
and 'products'." 


THE COLLEGE WILL accept greater 


c h a l l e n g e s for accountability, Lahti 
states: 


"In the meantime, no one on this 


campus . . . should speak or act like a 
second class citizen because of the pub- 
licity which has appeared and which un- 
reasonably criticizes the comprehensive 
community college." 


He asserts it is unreasonable that pub- 


lic officials "conveniently forget" the 
commitment of the Master Plan for Edu- 
cation. 


"The people of Illinois have created 


nearly 40 new public colleges. Most of 
them are comprehensive community col- 
leges. The State has an obligation to car- 
ry out their share of financing the con- 
struction and operations of these in- 
stitutions," Lahti said. 


J4dult Education Enrollment Up 16% 


\ Class enrollment in the High School 
pist 214 adult education program for the

Prospect High School, where the popu- 


lar Travel and Adventure Series is held, 
bas the largest enrollment of the dis- 
trict's six high schools. 
. Of the 4.844 enrolled, 1.400 attend 
klasses at Prospect, 1.221 at Arlington, 
140 at Hersey, 639 at Forest View, 285 at 


Wheeling, and 188 at Elk Grove. A total 
of 271 attend adult education classes out- 
side the school district, according to Wil- 
liam Handle, director of extended school 
services. 


More than 150 subjects, ranging from 


art to woodworking, are offered this 
spring. Fourteen classes are extension 
courses from nearby colleges and univer- 
sities. 


The Dist. 214 adult education program, 


now in its 17th year, will have a total 
enrollment for 1970-71 of more than 
10,000, Handle estimates. 


This semester, 68 classes closed early 


in registration, 22 were cancelled or com- 
bined, and seven new programs were 
added. Besides those attending the Trav- 
el and Adventure Series, 47 Gold Card 
holders, Dist. 214 residents over the age 
of 65, enrolled in adult education classes. 
Registration and tuition fees are waived 
for Gold Card holders.

Few U. S. coins have endured more 


than their required 25-year longevity 
without experiencing at least one notice- 
able change in design. The gold Double- 
Kagle ($20), for example, suffered the 
pang* of two major corrections in the 
first 27 of its 58-year existence. 


This, the greatest of American gold 


coins both in size and value, was de- 
signed by James Barton Longacre in ac- 
cordance with provisions of the Coinage 
Act of March 3. 1849 And as usual, since 
he preferred working from real life rath- 
er than a model, his daughter, Sarah, 
posed for the obverse profile. 


The typical Longacre flair for the ex- 


otic as demonstrated on the Flying Eagle 
cent, the Indian-head cent, the Two-cent 
and Three-cent pieces, and the Five-cent 
pieces, and thr Five-cent Shield nickel, is 
surpassed only by the highly ornate re- 
verse of the Double-Eagle. 


What appears to be the outline of an 


ornate shield is actually an elaborate 
scroll bearing the motto "E PLURIBUS 
I'WM," behind which stands an eagle 
bearing the Union Shield on his breast 
and holding the conventional arrows and 
olive branch in his talons. 


An oval of 13 six-point stars lies within 


a rayed glory above his head and the 
entire device is circumvented by the is- 
suing authority and the denomination 
"Twenty D." 


The coronet type Double-Eagle mea- 


suring 1 5/lfi inches in diameter, was 
reeded on the edge and weighed 516 
grains an attractive, convenient circu- 
lating medium well-accepted by the trad- 
ing public. But because there was consid- 


erable concern among the general public 
in the area of religion following the Civil 
War, Congress was pressured into the 
addition of the motto "IN GOD WE 
TRUST" on all coinage. 


In 1876 the reverse dies were changed 


to incorporate this phrase and the first 
pieces issued in 1877 displayed it within 
the 13-star oval above the eagle's head. 
But alas, this type was shortlived. 


AFTER 16,161,143 pieces were struck 


for general circulation, the reverse die 
again was changed to reconstruct the an- 
nounced denomination. The word TWEN- 
TY was reduced in size and moved up 
and to the left to make room for the 
word DOLLARS. A very costly adjust- 
ment only because it was not done when 
the first addition was made one year ear- 
lier. 


The new Double Eagle minted from 


1877 to 1907 involved some 16.5 million 
pieces plus 2,311 proofs. And while the 
design gave way to Saint-Gaudens Stand- 
ing Liberty in 1907, there was no in- 
crease or reduction in the size, weight or 
fineness until its discontinuance under 
the Gold Act of Jan. 30,1934. 


Although there was only one specimen 


of the 1849 coin struck and presently 
housed in the U. S. Mint collection, the 
rarest date available is the 1883 Proof of 
which there were 40 minted and valued 
at $9,000 apiece. * * *

There's no such thing as a house with 


enough shelf space, unless it's an empty 
house. Live in a house a while and you 
will soon find that there are not nearly 
enough shelves. 


Even those that came with the house 


may not be what you want or need. The 
builder of your house had no way of 
knowing whether you wanted shelves hid- 
den or displayed or what you might put 
on them. 


For the same reasons don't go about 


slapping up shelves until you determine 
what you want them to hold. Plan care- 
fully, whether you put up the shelves 
yourself or have the Job done. 


If the shelves are for books, figure an 


B-1nch shelf as a minimum size. This size 
will take care of most books but if you 
can. put up some 10-or 12-inch shelves 
for oversize books. 


If the shelve* are in a fixed position, 


vary the distance between them. If they 
are adjustable you can vary the height 
as you fill them. Remember to allow 
some finger room for pulling out books, 
at least an inch or more. Place the wider 
shelve* at the bottom, the narrower ones 
at the top. 


Long-playing records may be 12 Inches 


in diameter but in their cardboard jack- 
ets they measure a quarter inch more all 
around, so allow accordingly. 


You can buy fully prefinished shelves, 


shelf stock that is veneered and sanded 
but not finished or you can start with 
raw wood The thicker the shelf, the less 
likely it will sag. but remember extra 
supports wll always take care of sagging 
problems.

Shelves used in basement and garage 


can be made of the cheapest grade of 
sound lumber. Use economy grades for 
closet shelves. You will want attractive 
shelves in the living room, but remember 
that if you paint them, don't buy the best 
grade of lumber — you will only be cov- 
ering it up. 


Shelf mounting hardware has become 


varied and sophisticated. The old-fash- 
ioned shelf bracket still exists, not only 
in its original form but disguised as 
handsome woodwork as well. You can 
buy brackets that do not go right on the 
wall but which fit in mounting strips that 
are in turn fastened to the wall. 


Remember, too, hat you can put up 


vertical supports of lumber and simply 
fasten wooden cleats on these. Cleats can 
be cut from short pieces of wood and 
mounted with screws and glue. 


If you fill a wall with shelves provide 


extra anchorage. Toenail through the top 
into the wall studs. If there is a back to 
the shelves, run nails or screws into the 
wall studs.

For example, three school dis- 


tricts are vigorously seeking voter 
support for tax hikes this spring 
One of the districts, Dist. 25 in Ar- 
lington Heights, goes to the voters 
tomorrow after weeks of cam- 
paigning for voter approval of a 
referendum 


As. districts seek more money, 


programs are being sliced out of 
budgets for the 1971-72 school year. 
F o r example, 
Wheeling-Buffalo 


Grove Dist 
21 recently chopped 


out $500.000 from next year's budg- 
et 


Meanwhile, some teachers are 


losing their jobs as the cuts are 
made — and they are finding them- 
selves thnist into a job market al- 
readv overburdened by a floodtide 
of college graduates seeking first 
teaching jobs 


Faced by this crisis, voters are 


reacting as might be expected in 
these times of inflation and reces- 
sion 
they're voting down tax in- 


creases at a rapid rate. Locally, 
Dist 23 and 2fi recently lost refer- 
enda i the sixth time in a row for 
hist 231 Even prestigious Dist. 65 
in F.vanston lost a referendum last 
weekend 


School officials could be less anx- 


ious if other sources of revenue 
were adequate to cover referenda 
losses 
' lowever, those sources 


aren't adequate Districts cry for a 
greater percentage of state aid, 
and moan that unit districts (kin- 
dergarten through twelfth grade) 
get an unfair advantage when state 


aid is distributed. 


Judging from Governor Richard 


Ogilvie's budget message, released 
last week in Springfield, there will 
be no new financial angel to aid 
schools. He recommends an in- 
crease in state aid, but it is not a 
dramatic one which will bail out 
sinking districts. 


The governor has proposed the 


formation of a Commission on Ele- 
mentary and Secondary Education, 
which could recommend new ways 
to face the financial crisis. He has 
also noted the need for study of 12- 
month school plan, a possible mon- 
ey saver for beleaguered schools. 


Today, however, the burden of 


backing public education still rests 
on local taxpayers. The burden is 
especially heavy this year, with 
economic pressures bearing down. 


The public has a clear choice in 


districts facing tax levies. It can 
reject tax hikes and start a general 
downward spiral in educational 
quality, or, it can support the pre- 
sent level of education by approv- 
ing necessary increases. 


Despite what you may have been 


told, the defeat of one referendum 
will not mean that schools will go 
out of business. Examine the pre- 
sent program in districts, however, 
and you can see that some vital 
services will be affected if tax 
hikes are rejected. 


There's pressure on school dis- 


t r i c t s today to be efficient, 
prompted by the economic hard 
times. Most districts are meeting 
that pressure responsibly; it's now 
up to the voters to act as responsi- 
bly in determining just how impor- 
tant is the education of their chil- 
dren.

As the U.S. Census Bureau continues to 


produce facts and figures about the popu- 
lation of Illinois, it is becoming increas- 
ingly more evident that the Chicago sub- 
urbs will enjoy new heights in represen- 
tation in both Springfield and Washington 
beginning in 1973. 


The suburbs appeal- certain to gain a 


new congressional district and several 
new state legislative districts. 


And the Northwest suburbs, where the 


population growth between 196ft and 1970 
has been most dramatic, seem likely to 
double their representation in Springfield 
white gaining a true Northwest suburban 
congressional district, rather than shar- 
ing one with the North Shore. 


The final tally for the state shows 


11,113,976 persons were residents on 
April 1,1970, the day the census was con- 
ducted. 


That makes the average size of a con- 


gressional district in the state 463,082 
residents, and sets the average size of a 
legislative district at 188,372. 


Under the Supreme Court's one-man, 


one-vote ruling, each congressional and 


legislative district in a state must be 
within one per cent of the population of 
every other district. 


That means each district in the state 


will have to be almost identical, popu- 
lation-wise. 


And it also means substantial blocks of 


population will have to be eliminated 
from the five suburban congressional dis- 
tricts: the 10th just west of Chicago; the 
12th in Lake and McHenry counties; the 
13th in North and Northwest Cook Coun- 
ty; the 14th in DuPage and Will coun-

ties; and the 4th in South and Southwest 
Cook County. 


In fact, the two largest districts in the 


state, the 13th and 14th, almost have 
enough residents between them to form a 
third district under the new average pop- 
ulation figures. 


In the preliminary census report, the 


14th 
District had 632,000 residents and 


the 13th had 618,000. 


By paring the other suburban districts 


of their excess population, there is more 
than enough for a new district. 


And correspondingly, Chicago will lose 


one of its districts since the population 
there has declined and many of the dis- 
tricts are well under the 463,000 figure. 


Republican insiders believe the Chi- 


cago congressional casualty who will find 
himself without a district in 1972's elec- 
tions will be Rep. Abner Mikva, D-2nd. 
Mikva is the most liberal member of the 
Illinois delegation in Washington and is 
not one of Mayor Richard J. Daley's fa- 
vorites. 


How the new suburban districts will be 


drawn is anyone's guess, including the 
legislature's. There are a multitude of 
ways in which the population figures can 
be juggled about to form districts but it 
will only be decided when the legislature 
starts to trade this bloc of Democrats for 
that bloc of Republicans. 


The same thing will be true when the 


legislators look at their own districts and 
draw new lines for them. 


Currently, the Third District includes 


the townships of Hanover, Barring ton, 
Wheeling, Elk Grove, Schaumburg and 
Palatine, plus a portico of Northfield and 
Maine townships. 


If you add the population of Arlington 


Heights, Elk Grove Village, Mount Pros- 
pect, Palatine, Rolling Meadows and 
Hoffman Estates, it totals 191,715, which 
is more than one per cent over the aver- 
age size. Those six communities are in 
the Third District now, as are Buffalo 
Grove, Wheeling, Schaumburg, Prospect 
Heights, Hanover Park and Barrington 
— so obviously a second district is 
needed in this area. 


The impact of redistricting seems a 


long way off since congressmen and 
state legislators were elected only a few 
months ago and won't be elected under 
the new lines until November, 1972. 


But unless the Illinois primary election 


date is changed from the third Tuesday 
in March, as it stands now, candidates 
will have to file nominating petitions in 
early December. 


And with the probability of a new dis- 


trict, with a new Senate seat and three 
new seats in the Illinois House and the 
need for candidates to fill them, Decem- 
ber doesn't really seem that far away. 


A Clean Slate For Lawbreakers?

Little notice has been given to what 


may be the most radical attempt in this 
country's history at reform in dealing 
with men and women accused of crime. 


If experiments now in their infancy are 


successful, there may be no trial, no sen- 
tencing and no "record" for many men 
and women arrested and brought to 
court. 


Instead, for some there will be in- 


tensive counseling, group therapy and a 
voluntary rehabilitation program which 
will normally last 90 days but which can 
be extended to 120 or 150 when neces- 
sary. 


A job will be found for each man, or 


he'll be enrolling in school or vocational 
training. 


He'll be held to strict rules, on report- 


ing for school or work, on making an 
attempt to shuck old habits, on seeking 
aid for his problems. 


His counselor will probably be an ex- 


con himself, a man who may have spent 
two to 16 years behind bars. 


Men who make good in these three-to- 


five month workouts and impress the 
judge will go free with no time in prison 
and no criminal court record. 


They will, in the strictest sense of the 


word, begin again with a clean slate. 


No one knows yet if this approach will 


work. But one small-scale experimental, 
federally financed program has been 
successful enough that New York City 
has taken over its management and fi- 
nancing in Manhattan and expanded its 
coverage to Brooklyn as well. 


President Nixon has been so impressed 


with the experiment in New York and 
one in Washington, D.C., that he has 
asked Congress for funds to support sim- 
ilar programs in 13 other cities. 


It is estimated that 40 to 60 per cent of 


those selected make it through the 90-to- 
150 day period. Follow-up studies in the 
Washington experiment, indicate that of 
those who were then released without 
trial or jail sentence, some 80 per cent 
have kept clean of arrest in the first year 
following their participation. 


The theory behind these experiments is 


simple. A man is (it's hoped) less likely 
to commit crime if he has a stake in 
society. 


As one member of the New York staff 


puts it: 


"The single, most important claim we 
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can make ... is that we give some few 
people a choice which because of the col- 
or of their skin, their ethnic background, 
the neighborhood in which they grew up, 
the schools they attended, their family 
situation, their economic status — be- 
cause of all these reasons — opportu- 
nities have been denied them. It is a 
choice they have never nad before. The 
relative merits of that choice can be ar- 
gued among those who have had it. But 


it has been our experience that for many 
who have never had it, it is still very 
much in demand." 


The choice this pioject worker is talk- 


ing about is the chance to choose a job 
and to stake out a place in this commu- 
nity instead of a life of crime. 


It is the thesis of men in the program 


this reporter has talked to that some 
lawbreakers have not had this choice. 
They have seen crime as the only door 
open. 


Thus far, also, the experimenters have 


shied away from attempting to handle 
in these programs, men and women on 
drugs, alcoholics, prostitutes, gamblers, 
those accused of heinous crimes and oth- 
er types they feel would not respond to 
the work-self-respect techniques. 


For the above reason, no one working 


on the program sees it as the way to 
handle all lawbreakers. 


But with some local surveys indicating 


that repeaters may account for 33 to 66 
per cent of today's crime even a partial 
solution can be a major step forward.

letter sent by five parents whose children 
are working with him; I think dramati- 
cally highlights the deplorable problem 
our Hearing Impaired children must 
face. 


As the parent of a Hearing Impaired 


child it is indeed difficult to accept the 
fact that these children are handicapped, 
and that handicap although physical in 
nature deals in total with commu- 
nication, both input and output. Perhaps, 
because the impairment is not physically 
visible, we as parents, and many people 
in professions supposedly serving our 
Hearing Impaired children, tend to pre- 
sent such simplistic short-sighted solu- 
tions, to an extremely complex and diffi- 
cult problem presented by the handicap. 


Mr. Frank, and the parents of Hearing 


Impaired children with whom he is work- 
ing do not believe in using Manual Com- 
munication (signs and or finger spell- 


ing). 
Why? We again hear the same illo- 


gical cliches. 


"Because the child becomes dependent 


on it and then he can't learn to talk." , 


How many research studies and case 


histories must be made before this myth 
is buried. To the contrary, it has been 
shown that signs and finger spelling en- 
courage speech by enabling the deaf 
child to fully understand the language 
structure. With Total Communication, 
(verbal language, signs and finger spell- 
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Mr. Frank's interest is verbal lan- 


guage, and in that area there is a posi- 
tive contribution to be made. However, it 
is not a panacea; and professionals, such 
as Mr. Frank, and parents who deprive 
Hearing Impaired children of a Total 
Communication environment (verbal lan- 
guage, signs and finger spelling) are in 
fact negating the positive aspects of ver- 
bal language training. As parents of 
Hearing Impaired youngsters we must 
be vitally interested in the whole child, 
his ability for speech, yes; but also his 
opportunity to gain the knowledge, skills 
and insight necessary to become a posi- 
tive contrimiting member of our society. 
This requires comprehension, and with 


Hearing Impaired children, it can only 
be accomplished through Total Commu- 
nication (verbal language, signs and fin- 
ger spelling). 


To gain a realistic insight into the 


problems of deafness, I urge all parents 
and professionals involved with Hearing 
Impaired children to become acquainted 
with deaf adults. You will also find an 
added benefit in meeting intelligent, 
helpful people, who have deep under- 
standing and empathy for both the chil- 
dren and their problems.

Frank? With Hearing Impaired children 
verbal language is a one way street. It's 
going but what's coming back? It must 
be remembered that lipreading is only 25 
to 30% effective at best; and in most 
cases the young deaf child can under- 
stand only 10 to 15% of what is said. With 
Total Communication (verbal language, 
signs and finger spelling) the young deaf 
child is able to have a complete commu- 
nication link. With who? The most impor- 
tant individuals in any youngster's life, 
his parents, siblings and hopefully those 
around him who are involved in helping 
this child gain understanding and insight 
into his handicap and the world about 
him, 
and therefore a better under- 


standing of how to circumvent and min- 
imize his handicap. 


Sportswoman Is 'Hindered? 


I wish to take exception to the state- 


ment in your editorial of Friday, March 
5 on gun control. You say, "We are espe- 
cially tired of the assaults on the Illinois 
gun owner registration law, which has 
not hindered one legitimate sportsman."

My hunting "part- 
ner" is my husband, and head of our 
household, a "legitimate sportsman," 
and a registered gun owner. Since the 
adoption of the gun law I cannot go hunt-

"legitimate sportsman" I purchased a 
hunting license at $3.25 (perhaps more 
now) 
as does every other "legitimate 


sportsman," only I used it one day out of 
a season that extends from September 1 
to January 31 (if you consider an types 
of game). Why should I have to pay an 
additional $5.00 per five years for the 
privilege of using pieces which are not 
mine and are already registered to my 
spouse (ie. to our household)? Double 
taxation?! To add insult to hinderance — 
my minor age daughter can hunt with 
her father and not be registered! 


"Galling" — you say!? "Ridiculous!?" 


Yes — Mr. Williams' proposals are, but 
so is my situation!

The iimplest sihcone product is the 


little "sight saver" used for wiping eye- 
glasses The more complicated products 
are sihcone lubricants, textile treatments 
that make fabrics water repellant while 
retaining n soft texture, silicone rubbers 
and plastics used for shock absorption, 
insulation, mold casting and long lasting 
molded-m place gaskets and seals for 
motors, space vehicles and all kinds of 
machinery and instruments 


Silicones, made by a complicated pro- 


cess from two plentiful elements, silicon 
and oxygen also go in paints and coat- 
ings for metals that will outlast other 
surface coatings by many years. 


The state of Pennsylvania uses silicone 


alkyd paints to cut the task of preserving 


bridges and metal surfaced buildings 


A Grand Rapids, Mich., surgeon devel- 


oped silicone rubber joints that have 
been implanted in fingers of 2,000 arthrit- 
ic patients. A Providence, R. I , dentist 
regained full use of his hands with the 
silicone rubber finger implants after giv- 
ing up his practice in 1969. 


Dr. Hyde told UPI the public will be 


concerned by the new automotive uses of 
silicone rubber. The molded in place gas- 
kets and seals and silicone rubber cool- 
ing hose, already available, can outlast 
the average automobile engine and may 
become standard equipment on many 
cars in the middle 1970s, he said. 


"Use of silicone rubber seals could 


make an automatic transmission last 
many more years," he said. 


More dramatic are newly designed 


bumpers, developed by Menasco Co. of 
Burbank, Calif, which are backed by a 
pair of horizontal shock absorbers em- 
ploying silicone rubber as the absorptive 
medium. They were designed to, exceed 
the National Highway Safety Bureau's 
requirement that all 1973 model cars be 
able to withstand a 5 MPH crash with no 
damage to the cars or harm to passen- 
gers. 


Menasco and Dow Corning believe 


their silicone rubber shocked bumpers 
will reduce the impact of a collision at 30 
MPH to about that of a 5 MPH crash.

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IRS Changes Student Rules 


Although the 1969 Tax Reform Act 


changed the filing requirements for stu- 
dents, as well as all other taxpayers, it 
did not change the special dual status of 
students as taxpayers and as dependents. 


This year anyone whose income is 


$1,700 or more, who is single and under 
65, will have to file a tax return, and this 
would include most students. A person 
will start paying tax at $1725. Last year, 
a person under 65 had to file a return if 
he had gross income of $600, and was 
taxed beginning at $900. 


Many students, because they work only 


part-time and earn under $1,700, will 
therefore not have to file a tax return 
this year. Hoever, if any Federal in- 
come tax was withheld from the wages 
earned during the year, the person .will 
want to file in order to get a refund of 
taxes withheld. 


As an example, if you are a student, 20 


years old and worked part-time during 
the year, earning $2,300, you are re- 
quired by law to file a tax return. On the 
other hand, if you earned say only $1,500, 
you are not required to file a return. You 
should file, however, if you had any in- 
come tax withheld from your earnings, 
in order to get your refund. 


UNDER CERTAIN conditions, the stu- 


dent can also be claimed as a dependent 
by his parents on their Federal tax re- 
turn. Any person can be claimed as a 
dependent on the tax return of another if 
the five dependency tests are met. 


In the case of a student, only four of 


the tests apply: the support test, the citi- 
zenship test, the member of the house- 
hold or relationship test, and the joint 
return test. The fifth test, the gross in- 
come test, which states that you cannot 


claim another person as your dependent 
if that person had gross income of $625 
or more, does not apply in the case of a 
student or a child under 19 years old. 


To qualify as a student, a person must 


be a full-time student at an educational 
institution during some part of each of 
five calendar months of the year. 


APPLYING THIS to an example, sup- 


pose that your son, a full-time student, 
worked part-time during the year and 
earned $1.000. This year, he will have to 
file a tax return to get a refund of the 
tax that was withheld from his earnings. 
Even though he earned over $625, he can 
still be claimed as a dependent on your 
tax return if the other four tests of de- 
pendency are met. 


The most important point to remember 


and to consider here is that you must 
have provided more than one-half of his 
total support for the year. 


In a sense, the student has a dual stat- 


us, and he can be claimed twice: he will 
claim a personal exemption for himelf 
when he files his own return, and his 
parents will claim an exemption for him 
as a dependent on their return. 


The Internal Revenue Service has a 


publication available which explains this 
rule in more detail. It is entitled "Tax 
Information for Students and Parents," 
Publication 532. It is available free of 
charge at any IRS office.

These 
include suits or judgments filed against 
the previous owner of the property, liens 
or lawsuits claimed against the property 
itself, unpaid taxes and special assess- 
ments, interpretation of the will of a for- 
mer owner, dower rights, forgery, fraud, 
mental incompetence, undisclosed heirs 
and a variety of other claims. 


PERSONS WITH A common name 


need special protection. For example, 
there are over 28.000 Johnsons in the 
records affecting Cook County real estate 
transactions, many with the same first 
name and initials. When a judgment or 
lien threatens ownership rights, the situ- 
ation is further complicated by the per- 
son using different spellings of his name 
over a period of years, or a spelling dif- 
ferent from other members of his family. 


Clearing away old claims on property 


in Cook County is accomplished by regis- 
tering under the Torrens System, as ad- 
ministered by the Cook County Recorder 
of Deeds, or by securing title insurance 
through a private company. The Torrens 
System in Cook County is a land title 
registration system, guaranteed by a 
government agency to be correct. Regis- 
tered owners sustaining any damage or 
loss because of an error in the title may 
file a claim with the county board or 
bring an action at law against the coun- 
ty. The county guarantees payment in 
such cases, with a cash indemnity fund 
of over $2,400,000 and the full extent of 
the county's taxable assets to back it up. 


Registration in the Torrens System or 


title insurance through a private com- 
pany is generally required by lending in- 
stitutions on all real estate transactions 
in Cook County, according to Anthony 
DiBenedetto, vice president of the mort- 
gage loan department at Palatine Sav- 
ings and Loan Association. "The differ- 
ence between the two systems is that 
title insurance companies are generally 
more flexible, and the title insurance 
companies will also go to court and pay 
the costs to protect a claim," he said. 
"In the Torrens system, you must suc- 
cessfully defend a claim before you can 
be reimbursed by the county." 


Title 
insurance 
companies 
charge 


more than the cost for registration under 
the Torrens System. However, the ma- 
jority of real estate transfers involve the 
title insurance companies. DiBenedetto 
estimated that one out of 25 real estate 
transactions is entered in the Torrens 
System. The seller pays most of the costs 
for title insurance, he said. 


The aim of a title insurance company 


is to keep the owner in undisturbed own- 
ership and enjoyment of his property ac-

er's claim on a piece of property, we 
take care of any claims which arise," he 
said. "One of the most common claims 
on property is the contractor who was 
not paid for his work, and puts a lien on 
the property also, marriage often clouds 
the situation. Some people don't get di- 
vorced before they remarry, or some- 
times a lost heir shows up." 


BEFORE THK COMPANY agrees to 


insure a claim on a piece of property, it 
goes through the process of bringing 
down the title or the title search. This 
involves following the chain of title 
through a series of transactions and 
documents affecting the title. 


The chain of title records are the basis 


for the title insurance company's later 
actions. The title examiner must check 
the records of any transactions affecting 
real estate since the government made 
the original land grants. There are over 
25 million entries in the Cook County 
Recorder's office, with about 1,700 new 
entries added daily. 


"Our examination is based on the 


'records in the Cook County Recorder's 
office," said Herbert H. Theiss of Arling- 
ton Heights, vice president and Illinis Di- 
vision manager of Pioneer National Title 
Insurance Co. "If there are any objec- 
tions we note them in a preliminary title, 
for the seller or his lawyer to remedy. 


"THE FIRST TITLE check is com- 


pleted 30 to 60 days before the sale is 
closed," he said. "Then right before clos- 
ing, the title is brought up to date." 


David Murphy, Chicago Title and Trust 


vice president, said that once the original 
premium is paid, the title insurance com- 
pany agrees to provide legal defense of 
the owner's rights. If a toss is sustained, 
it will protect the owner up to the full 
value of the policy. In its commitment, 
the firm spells out any rights or claims 
which are established, and which may be 
excluded from coverage.

Homemakers Learn Decoupage 


It's Details That Make The Difference 


by DOROTHY OLIVER 


Even I know the basics of decoupage 


It's simply a combination of scissors, 
something pretty to glue on, something 
to glue it on. varnish and lots of pa- 
tience But there's a big difference in 
what I have created and that which has 
been created by others 


The difference is in the details And 


the finer points of decoupage was the 
topic of a recent workshop sponsored by 
the Illinois Extension Service for Cook 
County Homemakors at West Park Field 
House, Des Flaws 


Joan Brennan of Decoupage Unlimited, 


NorthfieM, Ill, presented the program. 
She represented Illinois Bronze Paint 
and Powder Co , Lake Zurich, 111. 


"Your decoupage scissors is the most 


important part of decoupage," Joan told 
us M she held up the small curved scis- 
sors All white areas should be removed 
before the print is glued, she added. 


DETAIL NO. l was the "right" way to 


cut. White areas within the print should 
be cut out from the wrong side of the 
print m a clockwise motion. Border 
areas of white should be cut in a counter- 
clockwise motion from the top. Never try 
to achieve a straight edge unless it is to 
be covered by trim. Joan stressed that 
edges should be feathered, torn or 
burned 


Unless the print is to be antiqued 


(which can be done by soaking it in a 
cup of strong tea or coffee until the right 
color is achieved) it should be sealed be- 
fore and after cutting. Only seal toe front 
on the print 


The edges of the print should be color- 


ed with an oil base pencil or water colors 
before it is glued onto a backing. The 
color should either match the colors of 
the print or the color of the backing. 


"DONT BE AFRAID to cut prints 


apart," Joan toM us. She was using three 
designs lor one wall plaque — all cut 
from different prints, "Try to create 
something original. The ladybug from 
one picture might look great on the leaf 
of another Cut it out and try it." 


The gluing process should be done on 


wax paper for taay dean-up. You need 
damp squares of cloth, a seamless roller 
and glue. Your selection of glue should 
be made based on bow intricate your 


task will be A fast drying glue can be 
used for a simple job and stow drying 
glue for more difficult jobs Joan recom- 
mended using something in between the 
two. 


Glue, press the design into place with 


your fingers or a damp sponge, put a 
damp square of material over the print 
and roll, roll, roll Start at the center of 
the print and roD the excess glue out 
from under the design. To be sure you've 
got it all replace the damp doth with 
wax paper and roll again. You can see if 
there's excess, Always work from the 
center and never roll back and forth. 


UNGLUED EDGES CAN be secured 


with a little glue on the point of a tooth- 
pick, Joan suggested. Vinegar on a cot- 
ton swab will clean off excess glue that 
won't come off with a damp cloth. 


Varnishing is what turns many poten- 


tial craftsmen away from decoupage, yet 
Joan made it look fun and easy. Start 
with a high quality, pure bristle, one-inch 
varnish brush. Store the brush in turpen- 
tine and clean it with mineral spirits 
(paint thinner). 


The first coat should be of satin var- 


nish which has been stired, not shaken. 
The next 10 to 25 or more coats are of 
high gloss varnish. 


The trick to varnishing is in the tech- 


nique. Joan put a puddle of varnish In 
the center of the plaque 
Then she 


stroked out to the sides in a sunburst 
pattern until the surface was covered. 
She used the tip of the brush to smooth 
the varnish, stroking from top to bottom 
with the grain of the wood. 


AFTER VARNISHING the edges of the 


plaque, she crooked her finger and ran it 
around the perimeter to catch drips. 


"Dry your piece in a place where 


there's not a lot of movement — varnish 
is a great lint and dust catcher," she 
said. Tackcloth should be used to wipe 
dust from your work before each coat of 
varnish is applied. 


The coats of high gloss should be ap- 


plied until the print is literally "sunk" in 
varnish. The piece should be set aside 
for 24 hours before the next step -r sand- 
tag. 


Th» first sanding ahoukl be done with 


408 wet-dry sandpaper over the kitchen 
sink, Joan suggested. Dip the paper in 
water and sand, stooping ever so often to 


EVERYONE'S ATTENTION WAS focused on Joan 
Brtnnan as she explained the intricacies of creat- 


ing decoupage to members of Cook County 
Homemakers units. Joan doled out many tips dur- 


ing the morning session, and homemalcers tried 


them in the afternoon on their own decoupage. 


look for flaws. Sand until there is a smo- 
ky finish over the print and a shiny halo 
around it. Wipe the piece with turpentine 
and apply three coats of satin varnish. 


Wait another 24 hours and then sand 


aga'n — this time with 600 wet-dry sand- 
paper. Wet and sand lightly. Then rub 
with 0000 steel wool (dry) to get rid of 
any shininess on the surface. 


RUB AGAIN WITH pumice or polish- 


ing powder. Rub still another time with a 
piece of felt which has been dipped in 
boiled linseed oil, with the grain of the 
wood. Rub until the felt gets warm. Put 
a drop of liquid detergent on the plaque 
and rinse with warm water. 


Your final finish depends on how long 


you're willing to spend rubbing a 
gloss into your creation. Start out using a 
terry cloth towel. For a "hand rubbed" 


finish use your hand next. 


"The more you rub the glossier the 


shine," Joan advised. 


She ended the teaching portion of the 


all day workshop with a few words for 
the wise: Don't ever mix your brands of 
varnish when you work on a piece. Be 
careful when using quick drying varnish 
— you don't have tune to play around. 
Keep a regular schedule of varnishing 


(approximately every six hours) and 
don't let your piece set for long periods 
of tune between coats. If something hap- 
pens and it does set for more than 24 
hours sand it lightly before applying the 
next coat. 


"Maybe the next time you see a piece 


of decoupage you'll be a little more ap- 
preciative," Joan said, and her audience 
agreea.

The Works Of Jason McLick 


Technology That Comes Alive

Like so many modern artists today, Ja- 


son McLick is concerned with technology 
and machines, and because of his ex- 
treme individualized approach, Jason ei- 
ther turns you on or tie fails to commu- 
nicate 


I feel admiration for his work, but 


more for his inventiveness and his use of 
materials, I'm afraid, than for his ideas. 
Yet those too I can appreciate after 
being gently nudged in the right direction 
of thinking. 


A very soft-spoken man, McLick is 


safeguarded by a thick layer of con- 
fidence in those ideas. However, he is not 
out to hard sell. 


"I'd much rather hear what you have 


to say," said the Winnetka artist during 
a short interview at Countryside Center 
where he is exhibiting his work during 
March. 


INTO EACH PIECE goes a great deal 


of thought. Jason is a perfectionist And 
for that reason, his art is not his liveli- 
hood. He could never exist He supports 
his family instead as a housepainter. 


"I'm a kinda deliberate person so ev- 


erything is more or less calculated," said 
McLick. "It takes time struggling with 
an idea." 


Important as his ideas, is his choice of 


material. 


"The idea carries the material," he 


said. "Some mediums are more recep- 
tive. For instance, I can't coordinate 
paint with my kind of feeling." 


McLick's personally selected material 


includes wood, metal, fabncs and plas- 
tics, all important in presenting his 
unique hard-soft surfaces. 


THE PIECES EXHIBITED draw forth 


all kinds of reactions Some of his work 
appears to harbor on the fringes of ero- 
ticism. Others appear somewhat fore- 
boding, but overall, there is a sense of 
absurdity in that the entities created 
from various materials man works with 
everyday. They almost have a life of 
their own 


McLick explains it as a presence. 


"What I create takes on life " Not alive 
as we know human life, but still very 
much evident.

NEW YORK (UPI) - "We want a 


child so desperately, doctor," the wife 
says as she and her spouse seek help 
with a problem that afflicts 10 million 
couples — infertility. 


The husband, looking as unhappy as 


his wife, nods "That's so." 


"When a couple tells me that and I 


hear it often, it bothers me because I 
know what is happening to the couple 
and to their marriage," Dr. Sherwin A. 
Kaufman said in an interview. 


"Any couple worried about fertility al- 


ready has a strain in their marriage." 


Kaufman, a practicing gynecologist-ob- 


stetrician for 24 years and medical direc- 
tor of Planned Parenthood of New York 
City, said one in four couples is afflicted 
with this particular difficulty. 


HE IS THE author of the first book on 


infertility for laymen — "New Hope for 


the Childless Couple" (Simon and Schus- 
ter). 


Kaufman's estimate that one hi four 


couples is frustrated in efforts to produce 
offspring may come as a surprise. "You 
don't hear about it," the authority said, 
"because it's not the kind of thing people 
talk about." 


He estimates that five million couples 


in the reproductive age group can't con- 
ceive. Another five million can't get a 
live child even after conception. The 
wife, an habitual aborter, is plagued with 
miscarriages. 


"Fifty per cent of the couples now can 


be helped, versus 20 or 25 per cent 20 
years ago," Kaufman said. 


"In 40 per cent of the cases the hus- 


band is the problem." 


In these cases, artificial insemination 


sometimes solves the dilemma. Donor in- 
semination, far from being a fad, is an 
accepted medical procedure that has 
beep practiced for many years. 


SOMETIMES DRUGS to help ovulation 


will correct the woman's difficulty Sur- 
gery to correct difficulties in the wom- 
an's reproductive system is of value in 
other cases. 


"If the doctor has come to the con- 


clusion that the prognosis is extremely 
poor, he must be candid in explaining the 
fact to the couple. There are some condi- 
tion — not many — that cannot be reme- 
died," Kaufman said. 


"Advice and help in adopting a child 


has been the best therapy for many such 
couples." 


Kaufman expects the problem of infer- 


tility in marriage to increase. 


He bases his expectation of an increase 


in the problem on increasing per- 
missiveness in sexual affairs in the pre- 
marital years, which has brought with it 
an increase in gonorrhea — a venereal 
disease that has the capability of crippl- 
ing a female's reproductive organs.

Thu time of year some of the lawn 


buff<i start getting the urge for green 
gran* in wmler 
(They call it early 


spring lawn care ) 


As soon as the ground is visible again 


under the snow and the urge to work on 
it returM. here are a few tips on getting 
the lawn on edge 


Because low and freezing temperatures 


stop growth much more than photo- 
synthesis, 
sugary materials 
in 
the 


stubble, roots, stolons, rhizomes, and 
leaves of grass accumulate during the 
winter 


It won't hurt so don't be afraid to ap- 


ply a hght application of nitrogen fertili- 
zer to stimulate food fixation by leaves, 
even though there is no visible growth. 


MANY OF US ORGANIC gardeners 


prefer a complete commercial fertilizer 
like Milorganite. which has the approval 
of the ecology movement Otherwise, sift- 
ed, very ripe leftover compost mixed 
with phosphate rock and wood ashes can 
be applied with the spreader Note: Com- 
post must be completely decomposed, 
the consistency of cigarette tobacco or 
finer If no compost is available, substi- 
tute bone meal, a little blood meal, fish 
emulsion (all available from the nursery 
or farm store) for the nitrogen part of 
the home-made organic fertilizer 


The Charles Klehm and Son Nursery 


sends along a suggestion to frost seed a 
lawn to bolster thin turf 


Take a peek it the soil in your thin 


spots and notice the honeycomb soil pat- 
terns in it, a series of surface crevices, 


which are like protective caves to tiny 
seeds of grass 


THESE HONEYCOMBS are formed by 


late winter and early spring alternate 
freezing and thawing. Their protective 
nature to seeds is one reason why seed- 
lings started now can succeed without 
soil cultivation 


When the tender sprouts break out of 


seeds lodged in these crevices, they get 
good protection from drying winds and 
are more likely to find needed moisture. 


Though humidity is no problem this 


time of year, lack of ground warmth 
may slow sprouting Still it is good to get 
the seed into the soil as early as possible. 
The seed will pass through initial sprout- 
ing stages and be ready for full response 
when warm weather does finally come. 


You can add the desired organic fertili- 


zer first and then seed, do it simulta- 
neously, or seed first. It makes little dif- 
ference. 


JUST A QUICKIE about crab grass 


killers and preventing chemicals. Why 
spend money on them when you can do 
the job for nothing with good cultural 
practices? You can discourage the weed 
by altering its environment 


The real secret of crabgrass control is 


high mowing. Three inches high. The 
shade that high mowing provides will 
thwart crabgrass and deny it the room it 
needs to spread out and grow strongly 
The cure for crabgrass also includes 
creation of a good soil structure. Use the 
fertilizer route with your sifted compost, 
phosphate rock, bone meal or Milorga- 
nite.

and other American companies entered 
the die cast toy car business in late 1968 
with Hot Wheels. Johnny Lightning and 
Staler cars Fickle kids, lured by high- 
powered TV ads, switched. Lesney found 
itself with a huge inventory and no mar- 
ket; stock plummeted and the company 
will probably never enjoy the old profit

realized what little gems the Matchbox 
can are Once a line was manufactured 
for a short, while, it was replaced, and 


the discontinued cars became imme- 
diately collectible Instead of the original

A club was started, a magazine printed, 
and conventions held 


Some lines of cars lent themselves 


very nicely to antique buffs, such as the 
Old Time series, with hone drawn lor- 
ries and fire engines, and classic models 
from the history of automobiles. Possibly 
the most sought after was the Coronation 
C o a c h , made in two sizes, com- 
memorating the ascension of Queen 
Elizabeth II in 1951 It is a beautiful little 
"fairy princess" coach drawn by eight 
prancing white horses Prices on this

East to win, you have to stop and listen a 
minute. 


"The 
Pirates won last year and If any- 


thing have improved over the winter," 
Ilurooher said the other day in reviewing 
the N.L. East. "I'd have to say they are 
lite team to beat this year, but I don't 
count the Cardinals, Mets and Cubs out 
of it. not for a minute. 


"The Cardinals made the most moves, 


trades, during the winter and right now 
are a mystery team, and the Mets have 
all that good pitching plus depth, so you 
know they have to be tough." 


How about the Cubs? They finished 


second two years running, which still 
rankles Durocher because he thought he 
could win it all both times. What are 
their prospects for 1971? 


"We can win," he says cautiously.

The Cubs had two soft spots last year,

Durocher doesn't agree with that view,

Haves who attained national fame last 
year as the promoter of Earth Day, "but 
the reason I was Inte was because I was 
involved in a monumental traffic jam — 
the kind where you can't see the end be- 
hind you or the end in front — and I sat 
there helples.sly in my car as the minutes 
went by " 


Hayes, national coordinator of Envi- 


ronmental Action, arrived late for the 
lecture, entitled, "I the Polluter," be- 


cause he missed his plane to Chicago 
from San Francisco. And it was the au- 
tomobile that caused most of his prob- 
lems. 


"THE ONLY WAY to get somewhere is 


with an automobile," Hayes said "And 
now the only way not to get somewhere 
is by the automobile " 


"And the essence of autos," Hayes told 


the audience of about 100 people in the 
sixth of eight programs co-sponsored by 
the Forest Hospital Foundation and 
Maine Township evening school, "is that 
they're discriminatory — the poor can't 
drive them and the young can't drive 
them and neither can the sick or old 
people. There's a problem with this coun- 
try's transportation system." 


Hayes put the onus of this problem on 


a set of people he called the highway 


lobby in Washington. "They're the sec- 
ond most powerful group people in Wash- 
ington — next to the military," he said. 


HE EXPLAINED that in 1956 the In- 


terstate Highways Act was set up and 
that's what's caused the woes of the 
American transportation system. 


"People who drive motor vehicles 


must pay a federal levy on the gas they 
use, diesel fuel or even on some auto 
parts. This goes into the highway trust 
fund which produces $5 billion per year 
that is used on building and improving 
roads. Well, the more roads, the more 
cars, the more cars, the more gas, the 
more gas the more tax and then more 
roads. America will become paved from 
one end to the other." 


Hayes said that this sytem has stopped

those already in operation in Hoffman 
Estates, Schaumburg and Elk Grove Vil- 
lage schools. 


Lindblad received village board ap- 


proval to purchase four units at $150 
each to be installed at Hnnover High- 
lands. Ontarioville. Laurel Hill and Anne 
Fox schools. 


The Civil Defense organization and vil- 


lage will pay for the units, and in- 
stallation and indoctrinate the school 
personnel in its use. 


Similar equipment used in Hoffman 


Estates. Schaumburg and Elk Grove is 
"beneficial" according to police. 


Hoffman Estates Police Chief John 


O'Connell said the alert system could 
prove extremely useful during an emer- 
gency. At present the police department 
conu;icts Tuesday morning drills to en- 
sure that the equipment is operating 
properly. The chief explained that the 
department sends an alert intercepted by 
the school officials. The school then no- 
tifies the secretary of the school district 
by telephone and the police receive an 
all systems working report from the dis- 
trict. 


LINDBLAD SAID the four units in the 


schools will each have a battery pack, 
(supplementary power unit) to ensure 
operation in case of power failure, alert 
lights and a telescoping antenna. 


An incoder unit will be installed in the 


village hall. The incoder transmits the 
messages to the units at the school. 


School officials will be alerted by 


sound and light and must respond to the 
message during drills. In case of emer- 
gency they must decide if the school will 
be evacuated or if students will be kept 
inside the building. 


In Schaumburg Police Chief Martin 


Conroy reports his communications divi- 


sion operator has authority to notify the 
schools of any weather alert. 


On Thursday mornings a routine drill 


message, "Schaumburg Central testing 
all school units," is broadcast and each 
school must respond by calling the school 
district office. 


The communications division is noti- 


fied when all schools report and the alert 
cycle is complete said Conroy. 


CONROY SAID the units were installed 


primarily for tornado alert but could be 
used for any emergency and are a good 
addition to the village's protective ser- 
vices. 


The chief said decision to evacuate or 


keep students in the schools is left to the 
school officials and his department's 
work is to provide information and afford 
protection when it is needed. 


In Hanover Park the incoder unit 


would be tied in with the public works 
radio unit. The police department com- 
munications system is being changed to 
include the public works line so the de- 
partments can work together in case of 
flood. 


Chief Sam Polotto said the Hanover 


Park department now works with civil 
defense on weather alerts. 


Chief Polotto added that the Civil De- 


fense Headquarters in the public works 
building now has a teletype weather 
warning unit that is used jointly by 
members of D.C. and the police depart- 
ment. 


When a threatening weather situation 


is noted through the State Police warn- 
ings a Hanover Park patrolman stations 
himself in the C.D. emergency headquar- 
ters and monitors the teletype until a 
C.D. member arrives. 


RADIO CONTACT between the patrol- 


ling civil defense members and police is 
maintained and a cooperative alert sys- 
tem maintained said the chief.

Fire Station Architect Interviews Set 


Members of Schaumburg's police and 


fire committee will meet Saturday at 9 
a.m. at the Great Hail conference room 
to begin interviewing architects for the 
village's second fire station. Trustee Ray 
KeMell, committee chairman, said this 
week. 


Planned for completion immediately 


prior to the opening of Woodfield Mall 
next fall, the station will be constructed 
on a parcel of land planned for donation 
to the village by A. Harold Anderson of 
J. Emit Anderson & Sons, developers of 
the shopping center. 


Presently the village is served by one 


fire station located on Schaumburg Road 
immediately east of Weathersfield Com- 
mon. 


The new facility, which will be head- 


quarters for the village fire department, 
will serve the northern end of Schaum- 
burg as well as Woodfield Mall. 


A third smaller facility is also in pre- 


liminary stages of planning and will be 
built at Roselle and Golf roads in the 
near future. 


THE MEACHAM Road site for the 


larger station is in a large parcel pro- 


posed for annexation by the Anderson 
firm although no action has been taken 
as yet by the village board to accept the 
area. 


The developer is planning an auxiliary 


shopping center and office complex adja- 
cent to Woodfield Mall and asked for in- 
clusion of the new B-5 zoning classifica- 
tion. 


If accepted by the zoning board of ap- 


peals and the village board, the new zon- 
ing district would allow development of 
250 acres minimum as a combined office, 


research, residential and commercial 
area. 


Zoning board members have expressed 


concern about the broad latitude of the 
new district and recommended that the 
village board deny creation of the dis- 
tirct; however, no action has been taken. 


A second zoning board hearing, to 


again discuss the B-5 district with *oui« 
modifications approved this week by the 
developer and his attorney, Marvin 
Glink, of Ancell, Stonecipher and Glink, 
has been scheduled for 11 a.m. Saturday 
at the Great Hall. 


Dist. 54 Teachers 
No Date Slated 
For Contract Talks 


Contract negotiations between Schaura- 


burg Township School Dist. 54 teachers 
and board will start late this year. 


Wayne Schaible, district superintend- 


ent, said he has been informally notified 
teachers will want to start negotiating 
late in March or early in April. In the 
past, said Schaible, bargaining talks 
have usually begun in late December or 
early January. 


Schaible said he does not know why 


negotiations are starting later this year, 
but believes other school districts also 
are starting late. Negotiations in Dist. 54 
are held only as the teachers request 
them each year, and there is no con- 
tractual deadline for a request to be 
made. 


Mrs. Felicia Cichy, president-elect of 


Schaumburg Teachers'Association and a 
teacher at Fairview School, explained 
why the organization has delayed its 
request. 
. NEGOTIATIONS SEEMED to be un- 
necessarily long, she said, with little ac- 
complished in early sessions. The drawn- 
out process was a burden to bargaining 
teams for both sides, requiring a lot of 
their time. The association hopes to 
shorten the process, she said. 


The association already has named its 


team. Members are Mrs. Cichy; Gerald 
Cody, Schaumburg School teacher and 


outgoing association president; Robert 
Streepy, Keller School; Jay Hanson, 
Frost School; Miss Diane Stebbins, Doo- 
ley School; Miss Sharon Salch, Hale 
School, and Mrs. Rosalyn Hefter, Hale 
School. 


Schaible does not expect the delay in 


beginning talks to cause any budget diffi- 
culties for next year, he said. He and 
other district officials are working on the 
budget now, and already have completed 
their first draft. The budget is to be ef- 
fective July 1, the opening day of school. 


LAST YEAR, negotiations did not end 


until June, just short of six months from 
the opening date. If they last that long 
this year, they will not be over until 
around September, three months after 
the opening of the fiscal year and after 
classes begin. 


Schaible said the board could delay 


adopting the 1971-72 budget until Septem- 
ber, if necessary. If negotiations contin- 
ued beyond that date, he said, and budg- 
et appropriations for salaries were too 
low, a supplementary budget could be 
adopted later in the year. 


Schaible did not comment on what ef- 


fect late negotiations might have on hir- 
ings, or what adjustments in on-salary 
appropriations 
would be 
necessary 


should a supplemental budget be passed.

K&B, Village Accord 


Plans to construct a 12 room ex- 


pandable school at Harrington Square, 
Harrington and Higgins roads, are being 
held up by a dispute between the Hoff- 
man Estates plan commissioner and 
Kaufman & Broad (K&B), developers. 


K & B nave proposed a quadrominium 


complex at Barrington Square that in- 
cludes dead-end parking lots. 


The plan commission, on iecommenda- 


tion of the village police department and 
the Hoffman Estates fire district, are 
hesitant to approve the plan. 


The plan commission is requesting 


through streets be installed in the deveP 
opment that would later be dedicated to 
the" village. 


William Kennicott, K&B's president in 


Illinois, said he can't bring water and 
sewer lines, or a road, to the school site 
until the quadrominum plan is approved. 


"The deed for the site is ready to con- 


vey. Village approval of a development 
plan there is the only contingency that 
could hold up the water, sewer and road," 
he said. 


KENNICOTT ADDED he's willing to 


put in all the streets the village desires, 
but has been unable to find out from the 
plan commission if parking lots will be 
allowed, or where the plan commission 
lesls they should be located. 


K&B is also in a dispute with the 


school district which wants the developer 
to grade the school site at a cost esti- 
mated between $15,000 and $30,000. 


"We're not going to fight for the plan 


(approval) if the plan commission con- 
siders it bad, just to get the school site," 
said Bonnie Rudd, Dist. 54 school board 
representative to the plan commission. 


RUDD ADDED THE school district 


will wait to see if K&B gets plan approv- 
al. If approval is not granted Dist. 54 will 
build on sites available at Multicon or 
Robin Construction property. 


Multicon and Robin neighbor K&B to 


the east and south respectively. 


"It leaves us in a bind to the extent 


that if we go to Multicon we'll have to 
start again on soil test and preliminary 
finding that will hold us up several 
months in getting a school completed 
that should have been started by now," 
Rudd said. 


R i c h a r d Regan, plan commission 


chairman, said, he has letters from both 
the police and fire department in opposi- 
tion to the K&B plan. 


Kennicot insisted the plan is not 


unique, and has been adopted successful- 
ly elsewhere, Regan added. The Plan 
Commission decided to take 30 days to 
look into Kennicott's stand. 


Kennicott said he came to the village 


with the plan six weeks ago. 


The plan commission's decision to use 


the full statutory time allowed to decide 
on the plan is the only thing holding up 
water, sewer and road construction that 
would also allow the school district to 
start construction, Kennicott added.

A yellow an! white tollway helicopter 


dropped from the overcast sky onto Rte.

fund payment, but stressed also that the 
tax will be abated each January. 


Robert Ciner, director of Civil Defense 


for the village, was instructed to spend a 
total of $325 for uniforms for new people 
in his unit and replacement garments for 
other workers. 


Trustees also agreed to spend $650 to 


install Civil Defense alert and take cover 
signals in the Motorola Communications 
console housed in the police department.

Larson Tells 
'Satis/action' 
With Stickers 


Satisfaction was expressed yesterday 


by Dan Larson, village administrative 
assistant, over the number of vehicle sti- 
ckers sold this year in Hoffman Estates. 


Larson said that over 11,000 stickers 


have been sold to date, a reasonable 
number considering that many residents 
drive business owned cars thst are regis- 
tered out of town. 


The majority of remaining cars that 


should be displaying vohicle stickers are 
most likely owned by apartment dwellers 
who are new residents to the area, he 
added 


Letters have been sent to those persons 


asking them to come in to purchase their 
sticker. The police department enforce- 
ment procedure will bb applied to per- 
sons who continue to be negligent about 
making sticker purchases, Larson said. 


In an administrative activities report 


issued by Larson this week, he told of 
building permits being sold for 32 new 
homes to be constructed in the Winston 
Knolls subdivision. 


THE DEVELOPER of Winston Knolls 


i» the Centex-Winston Corp. The homes 
will have a total value of over $600,000. 


Larson also reported that nearly 4tt 


million gallons of water was unaccounted 
for In February. The figure is equal to 
about 10 per cent of the water used 
monthly in the village. 


He explained yesterday that the figure 


is attained by subtracting the amount of 
water billed from the amount of water 
used. 


Much of the unaccounted water was 


used for fire fighting and flushing water 
pumps to free them from sand and de- 
bris Larson said. A real loss of water 
was caused in February by a break in a 
main water line at Apple and Golf roads. 


Larson warned that there were four 


water line breaks during the first 11 days 
of March caused by the ground shifting 
that comes with sharp weather changes 
near spring. 


The report also listed 77 burglaries in 


Hoffman Estates during February, but 
Police Chief John O'Connell said the fig- 
ure represents only 18 actual burglaries. 
The others were unfounded, he added. 


Of the 18 burglaries investigated ar- 


rests were made on four and three others 
were solved in non-arrest discoveries. 


O'CONNELL 
SAID non-arrest dis- 


coveries 
represent 
situations where 


items missing proved to be taken by a 
family member and items missing that 
were later found. 


From the 18 burglaries 10 represented 


items stolen worth $50 or more. 


"It looks like a 50 per cent batting av- 


erage," O'Connell said about the burglar 
ies solved. "That a pretty good record in 
burglaries," he added.

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ACT Slate Unopposed; Four Promise Write-In Bids 
WHIP Ruled Off Ballot; No Objection Expected 


T h e Wheeling Independent Party 


(WHIP) slate was ordered removed from 
the ballot in the April 20 village election 
in a deicsion issued yesterday by the 
Wheeling municipal electoral board. 


T h e board, ruling on objections 


brought against the WHIP nominating 
petitions, declared the petitions invalid 
and instructed the village clerk not to 
place the names of four WHIP candi- 
dates for village trustee on the ballot. 


The decision means that the Active 


Citizen's Ticket (ACT) candidates will be 
the only names on the ballot. 


WHIP candidates who had filed for the 


election were Norbert Bigalke, Otis Hed- 
lund. Harold Fagan, and Michael Moran. 


WHIP officials reacted to the news of 


the decision with little surprise yester- 
day, saying they had expected the deci- 
sion against them. 


State sUtutues allow 10 days for the 


party to file for an appeal of the decision 
in court, but party officials said it is un- 
likely tha* they will take legal action. 


INSTEAD. THEY SAID the group 


would concentrate on its write-in cam- 
paign. 


The crux of the board decision related 


to an objection that WHIP nominee Nor- 
bert Bigalke has not lived in the village 
long enough to be a qualified candidate. 


The electoral board ruled that since Bi- 


galke will not have lived in the village 
for a year by April 20, he is not a quali- 
fied candidate. 


Becasue Bigalke was not qualified, the 


board ruled that WHIP had not met state 
requirements. State law required that a 
petition for a new political party contain 
a complete list of candidates for all of- 
fices to be filled in the election. 


THE OBJECTIONS TO the petition 


were filed by Mrs. Dorothy Penix of 420 
Virginia PI., Wheeling. 


The board decision was signed by the 


three members of the electoral board, 
Village Pres. Ted. C. Scanlon. Clerk Eve- 
lyn R. Diens, and Trustee Peter J. Egan. 
The decision was signed at Holy Family 
Hospital in Des Plaines late Wednesday 
where Egan is confined after suffering a 
reaction to a medication. 


The electoral board did not uphold all 


of the objections raised by Mrs. Penix. 
Some of the objections were overruled 
while others were sustained. 


Electoral board Atty. Donald Norman 


said that the board members "tried to go 
to the substantive issues" in making 
their ruling on each allegation. 


The board ruled that the WHIP petition 


was invalid because the headings on the 
various sheets differed. Some of the 
sheets have nicknames or initials of the 
candidates and on some sheets the candi- 
dates were listed in different order. 


THE BOARD OVERRULED an objec- 


tion that the candidates should have writ- 
ten in "village of Wheeling" instead of 
their voting district numbers on their 
statements of candidacy. 


"Even though the statute was almost 


mandatory the board felt that would be 
almost nitpicking.'' Norman said. 


The board also overruled an objection 


which held that the words notary public 
were not under the notary's signature. 
This, Mrs. Penix said, should have made 
the petitions invalid. It said that objec- 
tion alone would not suffice to invalidate 
the petitions. 


The board sustained objections by Mrs. 


Penix that the petitions had been altered 
after they were circulated by adding 
"two year" and "four year" to designate 
the candidates terms of office. 


By a two to one vote the board also 


sustained an objection that the words 


Write-In Group 
Rearranged; New 
WHIP Candidate 


The Wheeling Independent Party 


(WHIP) has reacted to the municipal 
electoral board decision by resolving to 
run an active write-in campaign and by 
naming a fourth candidate to the party 
write-in slate. 


Donald Duncan will be the fourth can- 


didate running on the new party slate. 


Duncan, who lives at 25 Birch Trail, 


will replace WHIP candidate Norbert Bi- 
galke who was ruled ineligible by the 
municipal electoral board because he has 
not lived in the village for a year. 


DUNCAN WILL be running on the 


write-in ticket with Michael Moran, 
Otis Hedlund, and Harold Fagan who 
were also ruled off the ballot by the elec- 
toral board. 


A member of the village industrial 


commission, Duncan helped design the 
village industrial brochure, the Diamond 
Jubilee booklet and has been active in 
his homeowners association. 


The WHIP candidates yesterday 


seemed confident that they could put up 
a good fight in the election even though 
their names would not appear on the 
ballot. 


Duncan said the decision was unfortu- 


nate, but said "I guess our petition was 
wrong." 


"Being neophytes in the business we've 


learned something, but we'll catch up to 
them," he said referring to the Active 
Citizens Ticket (ACT) candidates. 


Fagan said "We shall overcome any 


obstacles they place in our path" to win 
the election. He said he doubted that the 
party would appeal the electoral board 
decision in court. The group will hand 
out sample ballots to help local voters 
write-in WHIP candidates names election 
day, he said. 


Moran said he was also disappointed 


by the decision. 


"Basically, I think the people of Wheel- 


ing will not be satisfied with another un- 
contested election," he said. 


"IN VIEW of the caliber of the people 


involved in the WHIP party this setback 
will be turned into an advantage and will 
be used as motivation to propel a write- 
in campaign that will result in a full 
sweep on April 20," he Mid. 


Hedlund said the decision "was not un- 


expected and it's just another hurdle that 
we'll have to take in stride to get elected 
on April 20."

'Emergency' Stickers Reveal 


Invalid Residing In Home 


Wheeling's Pure Department has start- 


ed a new system designed to help fire- 
men identify the homes of disabled per- 
sons or elderly persons unable to move 
quickly by themselves in an emergency. 


The new service consists of labelling 


the home with fluorescent Invalid Identi- 
fication Stickers which will notify fire- 
men arriving at the home that someone 
will need help in getting out of the build- 
ing. 


The bright orange stickers will be 


placed on the front door of the home and 
on the bedroom door or window of the 
disabled person. 


A card file of homes with the stickers 


will also be kept so that while firemen 
are on the way to an emergency scene, 
backup men can check for possible in- 


valids in the home. 


Wheeling fireman Andrew Neargarder 


explained that neighboring fire depart- 
ments are also starting the service. 


Neargarder said that one home in the 


village has already been labelled with 
the stickers. Anyone living in the area 
served by the Wheeling Fire department 
is eligible for the- service. 


The stickers are available, at no cost, 


to anyone with an invalid, disabled per- 
son or elderly person in their home, he 
said. 


Residents are asked to notify the de- 


partment if they have such a person in 
their home by calling 537-2249. Firemen 
will come to the home and place the sti- 
ckers in the proper locations, he said. 


FLUORESCENT STICKERS will be 
used by Wheeling firemen to mark 
the homes of invalids.

"These cuts, totaling $145,706. should 


preserve the school district for the next 
two years," said Grodsky "If we had 
continued borrowing rather than cutting 
the budget, it would have been very diffi- 
cult to operate in the 1972-73 school 
year ' This year's budget totaled $1.7 
million 


Dist 23 serves Prospect Heights and 


parts of Wheeling and Arlington Heights 


Fewer cuts would have been made ac- 


cording to Grodsky if voters had ap- 
proved two tax hikes and a special levy 
proposed by the .chooi officials in Octo- 
ber, 1970 and ag.un in February, 1971 
The increased revenue would not have 
come Into the dlshict until 1972. How- 
ever. Grodsky said, "we would have 
been in a better position to borrow this 
year if we knew more monies were com- 
ing in next year "

feet until July l, 1971, the beginning of 
the new school fiscal year. The main im- 
pact of the cuts falls on special pro- 
grams, personnel and services. 


Arthur Koerter is the only school board 


member that voted "no" on any of the 20 
proposed cuts. He voted against cuts in 
extra duty; art, music and reading 
teachers; and the Camp Duncan outdoor 
education program 


A proposal, which called for hiring the 


speech correctionist only on a part-tune 
basil, was defeated by the school board. 
All of the school board members except 
John Stull, Don McKay and Koester 
voted to postpone a decision concerning 
the speech correctionist. 


The speech 
correctionist, 
Barbara 


Bright, stressed the need to help chil- 
dren with a speech problem at a young 
age. She offered to postpone her salary 
for a year, so her work could be contin- 
ued full-time. The school officials had 
considered saving $4,181 by cutting her 
salary and her hours in half. 


FOUR TEACHING positions have been 


cancelled in the areas of art, music and 
reading, to save $30,000. Grodsky said 
the district will have no remedial read- 
ing teachers, but will still have three mu- 
sic teachers and two full-time and one 
part-time art teacher. 


"We have notified the teachers now 


holding the cancelled positions that they 
may moved to vacate positions if they 
have the necessary qualifications," said 
Grodsky. 


Some teachers and residents at the 


Wednesday meeting questioned cancella- 
tion of the annual trip to Camp Duncan. 
They proposed operating the trip with 
volunteer supervisors. But, Asst. Supt. 
Tom Rich said, "It is better not to have 
an outdoor education program for a year 


than to have two (school) classes of 40 
children each." 


"The cuts will compensate for an in- 


crease in fixed charges and teachers' 
salaries in addition to a $121,131 drop in 
education fund revenue," said Jim Hen- 
dren, district business manager. 


"OUR 
ANNUAL salary expenditure 


this year will total $1,320,000, but we only 
have a projected revenue in the educa- 
tion fund of $1,304,000. A deficit win ob- 
viously result, therefore, a reduction 
must be made In order to match revenue 
with expenditures," said Grodsky. 


The drop in revenue reflects several 


factors, said Grodsky. "To present a de- 
crease in state aid, the state legislature 
would have to add a bonus of 25 per cent 
to the existing eight per cent bonu$ to 
equal this year's state aid." 


In addition, Grodsky said, the special 


programs leimbursed by the federal gov- 
ernment have been reduced because of 
the tightening of federal funds. 


"Interest in investments will also suf- 


fer because taxes will be late and there- 
fore interest normally received during 


the two-month period will not be re- 
ceived." 


Because of reduced participation in 


student and community set vices, (such 
as building rental) Grodsky said, the dis- 
trict will lose $5,000. 


"When I came to the district three 


years ago, I promised to up-grade the 
e d u c a t i o n program," said Grodsky. 
"Through the cooperation of the staff we 
have come a long way. I hope these cuts 
aren't a step backwards." 


"We have had a small operation to get 


out the cancer. Let's hope this will elimi- 
nate a future fatality," added Melvin 
Lace, school board president.

Wheeling's oldest building moved near- 


er oblivion as plans for the villages 
tallest building moved closer to reality at 
a zoning board of appeals hearing Tues- 
day night 


The zoning board unanimously favored 


zoning variations that would open the 
way for the destruction of the 125-year- 
old Fassbender building and for the con- 
struction of an eight-story office building 
that would be the new home of the 
Wheeling Trust and Savings Bank 


The village board still must approve 


the variations. 


Douglas Cargill, zoning board chair- 


man called the buildings "landmarks" of 
two eras hi Wheeling. Both are at Mil- 
waukee Avenue and Dundee Road. The 
Fassbender building is now on the south- 
east corner. The new office building 
would occupy the area behind a gas sta- 
tion on the northeast corner 


The zoning .board favored a variation 


.that would allow the new bank office 
building to be as high as 80 feet. Zoning 
regulations limit the height of buildings 
on the proposed site to 35 feet. 


ROBERT MOORE, trust officer of the 


Wheeling Trust and Savings Bank, de- 
scribed the structure as "a prestige type 
office building" with the bank using the 
first, second and "possibly" the third 
floor. He said the other floors would be 
occupied by professional offices. 


Moore appeared as a representative of 


a bank trust which owns the property 
He said he could not reveal the names of 
the owners but he said that the property 
is not owned by the bank. 


The bank has been successful at its lo- 


cation on the southwest corner of Mil- 
waukee Avenue and 
Dundee Road, 


Moore said, and would like to remain in 
that area. However, he said the bank is 
growing and will need more space. 


"This is a long range plan, hopefully 


four years in the future," he said. How- 
ever, the property owners, Moore said, 
want to know now if the village will 
agree to a high-rise building on the site.

"WE'LL BE shooting this summer at

The Palatme Park District plans to 


compensate for the inability to use the 
schools by increasing the number of out- 
door programs offered.

Swim Fees Hiked By Park District 


It will cost more to go swimming at 


Palatine Park District pools this sum- 
mer. 


Nearly all fees were raised by the Pal- 


atine Park Board Tuesday in an effort to 
keep up with rising maintenance costs. 
The board also voted to change the cost 
of the family pass to accommodate the 
number of members in a family. 


Resident pool passes for families will 


still cost $17 before June 14 and $20 after- 
ward. However, the price of the pass will 
cover only one person in the family with 
each additional member paying an extra 
dollar to be covered by the pass. Thus, 
before June 14, a family of four can be 
covered by one pool pass for $20. 


Single adult passes will cost $15 before 


June 14 and $18 after the date. Single 
dren's passes were $10 and later $12. 
June 14 and $15 afterward. 


LAST YEAR, adult passes were $12 be- 


fore June 15 and $15 afterward. Chil- 
dren's passes were $10 and later $.21 


Non-resident pool pass prices will also 


increase this year. Family passes will 
cost $60, adult passes $40 and childrens 
passes $35. The prices will remain the 
same before and after June 14.

Theater May Face Legal Action 


A Cook County states attorney said 


yesterday that legal action may be taken 
soon against the 53 Outdoor Theater. 


A complaint by local women con- 


cerning the type of movies the drive-in 
theater, located at Rte. 12 and Hicks 
Road, has been showing has been for- 
warded to the Cook County Sheriff's of- 
fice. 


John J. McDonnell, a county states at- 


torney, said the sheriff's police has a 
course of action, but will not release 
their tactics to the press. The plan may 
bring about action in the courts con- 
cerning the drive-in and the movies they 
show, McDonnell indicated. 


"Something will be done about them," 


McDonnell said. 


For the past five weeks, a group of 


Palatine women, lead by Mrs. Nancy 
Haines and Mrs. Joni Byrne, have been 
circulating a petition against the drive-in 
because of the X-rated movies they have 
been showing that are visible on nearby 
roads. So far, more than 2,000 women 
from several local communities have 
signed it. 


Recently, the women have been seeing 


court officials and law officers in the 
area about what action they could take 
concerning the theater. 


Spokesmen for the Kohlberg Theater 


chain, which owns the 53 Outdoor The- 
ater, said they haven't felt any pressure 
from the women. However, they said the 


theater now has a new policy of showing 
less X-rated movies. 


Currently, the drive-in is showing an 


R-rated film, "Catch 22." 


Spokesmen said they would not raise 


the height of the drive-in walls or build 
wings around the screen to blot view of 
the films from the road since it would 
cost them too much to do so. They added 
that the women could best aim their 
campaign at other drive-in theaters or 
other local problems. 


The women basically object to the the- 


ater because their films can be viewed 
by minors who could not be admitted to 
the theater, merely by sitting outside the 
theater. 


Anyone driving by the theater could 


view the 53 Outdoor's screen, according 
to states attorney Jim Rooney. Cur- 
rently, no local laws directly pertain to 
outdoor theaters other than zoning laws.

Summer School, 
Paid By State, 
Set For Area 


A state financially supported summer 


school program for Palatine and Rolling 
Meadows elementary school students will 
be in effect in five to eight Diat 15 
schools this summer 


The Dist 15 board approved, Wednes- 


day, initiation of an expanded summer 
school program that will qualify the dis- 
trict for state funds and permit the pro- 
gram to be offered tuition-free to area 
residents. 


Dist. IS has operated a summer school 


program for 10 years which has been 


Youth Unit 
Established 


The Rolling Meadows Youth Referral 


Commission, established as a counseling 
service to area juveniles and their fami- 
lies, has been formally established by the 
city council. 


Although the counseling service has 


been in operation for more than two 
months, the administrative structure was 
just set up Tuesday by a unanimous vote 
of council members 


The commission will have four admin- 


istrative officials to be appointed by 
Mayor Roland Meyer. They will serve 
one and two year terms. The appoint- 
ments need approval by the city's alder- 
men. 


According to Police Chief Lewis Case, 


who was instrumental in forming the 
group, the referral agency will keep 
youth who don't belong in the Chicago 
Audy Detention Home, out of it "A juve- 
nile accused of a crime many times is 
taken to the Audy Home for detention," 
he said 


"This is no place for most kids," Case 


said "They can meet hardened crimi- 
nals there Everyone is together, even 
the innocent who has no place else to go 
before he is brought to trial " 


The first group of 14 residents who will 


act as counselors for youth have been 
trained and are taking referrals. The 
counseling is usually done from the 
Northwest Human Resources 
Devel- 


opment Center on Central Road, where 
Thomas Jauch, director of the coun- 
seling, has his offices 


Case said the program is "going along 


very well " He said three Rolling Mead- 
ows juveniles were referred to the com- 
mission for counseling in February. 


A second group of counselors recently 


began the 10-week training program con- 
ducted by Jauch. 


Although most of the refemils are now 


coming from juvenile lawbreakers, offi- 
cials of the agency believe youth who 
need help eventually will voluntarily ask 
for counseling 


The Rolling Meadows City Council has 


allocated 1800 for the committee to begin 
operation. The Initial $600 will be used 
for training counselors and buying mate- 
rials. 


The commission will handle everything 


from drug abuse to family difficulties If 
the volunteer counseling does not help 
the youth, professional counselors are 
available at the Northwest Human Re- 
sources Development Center. 


supported solely by tuition. All area 
school districts similar in size to Dist. 15 
will be operating tuition-free programs 
this summer. 


Tuition-free enrollment in the program 


will apply only to students registered in 
at least three school hours daily. Those 
students registering -for less than the 
three hours of classes will be required to 
pay for their enrollment. 


Rather than emphasizing only reme- 


dial level instruction, the new summer 
program will offer courses on remedial, 
developmental and enrichment levels for 
students of all grades and abilities. 
Courses will be offered in mathematics, 
reading and the language arts 


THE STUDENT TERM will be held 


from June 15 to July 16 three hours each 
day for a total of 69 class hours. Each 
session will be held daily from 8 to 11 
a.m. 


The exact number of schools which will 


offer the summer program has not yet 
been determined by the Dist. 15 board. 
The amount of classes offered will de- 
pend on the size of enrollment in the pro- 
gram. 


Physical education, art and music en- 


richment and recreational activities will 
also be provided in developmental and 
continuing study courses. 


Speech correction and developmental 


reading and mathematics will be offered 
to students in grades one, two, three and 
four. 


Upper grade students will have a wider 


variety of courses open to them, such as 
creative writing, independent reading, 
archery and badminton, piano and guitar 
lessons, string music, creative science, 
economics and typing. 


A 15 BOOK RENTAL fee will be 


charged to students who enroll in the 
program. Transportation will also be 
provided for a $10 fee. 


Before formally approving the ex- 


panded summer school program, Dist. 15 
officials had contacted both the Rolling 
Meadows and Palatine Park Districts 
and informed them that initiation of the 
summer school would close off a number 
of school facilities previously used for 
park programming. 


Neither park district, however, antici- 


pates a cutback in summer program- 
ming because of the fewer school facil- 
ities open to them. 


"The physical lack of the schools dur- 


ing the summer would cut our park pro- 
gram in half," Dean Hailerud, Rolling 
Meadows park director said. "But we 
can compensate with our own increased 
facilities at the Sports Complex this sum- 
mer." 


Hailerud said the park recreation com- 


mittee is considering continuing the ice 
skating program at 
the rink through the 


summer, as well as a number of outdoor 
activities The poni and pixi tail baseball 
programs for girls will be continued and 
the later part of thesummer will provide 
local boys with involvement in a new 
boys football program. 


"WE'LL BE shooting this summer at 


developing 125 per cent of the pro- 
gramming we had last summer, despite 
the unavailability of the schools," Haile- 
rud said. 


The Palatme Park District plans to 


compensate for the inability to use the 
schools by increasing the number of out- 
door programs offered.

Cpl. E. C. Quedens, of the Illinois State 


Police, made a perfect crash landing on 
the right lane of the state highway. The 
helicopter was hovering at aoout 300 feet 
when the power failure occurred. 


According to reports, the helicopter 


was traveling at about 20 miles an hour 
and skidded about 100 feet on the high- 
way. Three passengers in the helicopter 
were not injured. 


"THERE WAS plenty of control. We 


practice this sort of thing almost every 
day," said Robert Betz, director of toll- 
way aviation. We were going to land it 
north of there, but the traffic conditions 
were best on the state road." 


Illinois State Police directed traffic 


around the machine that blocked the 
right lane, and within an hour the heli- 


copter was flown away after thawing of 
ice on the engine. 


"We can it auto-rotation in practice 


but this was the real thing," Betz said. 
State officials called the incident routine, 
and the only persons seemingly upset 
were the drivers of cars who were forced 
to share the highway with the yellow and 
white chopper. 


Demo Group Backs Viet Troop Pullout 


D e m o c r a t s o f Palatine Township 


Wednesday night overwhelmingly ap- 
proved a resolution which calls for with- 
drawal of American troops from Viet- 
nam no later than Dec. 31,1971 


"We're starting this at the grass-roots 


level, but we want it to go all the way to 
the top," said Richard Mugalian, local 
committeeman. 


Part of the resolution calls for support 


from all Democratic Party officials and 
legislators of the 13th Congressional Dis- 
trict, and the Democratic Central Com- 
mittee of Cook County and the state and 


national committees in demanding troop 
withdrawal from Vietnam. 


It further requests that if troops are 


not withdrawn from Indo-Chma by the 
end of the year that the 1972 Democratic 
national platform include a pledge "that 
our military presence will be immediate- 
ly withdrawn from Indo-China upon the 
election and inauguration of the Demo- 
cratic candidate for the President of the 
United States." 


WITH ONLY ONE dissenting vote the 


resolution was approved by more than 75 
local Democrats. 


In calling for support of the resolution 


Mugalian pointed out that a demand for 
troop withdrawal to the present adminis- 
tration should begin with the people who 
feel the effects of the war most often. 


It's stated in the resolution, "The latest 


actions and pronouncements of the Nixon 
administration have led thoughtful per- 
sons to abandon hope in the integrity or 
responsiveness of those who direct our 
Southeast Asian interests." 


". . . Recent measurements of public 


opinion show that most Americans want 
a prompt, complete disengagement," ac- 


cording to the resolution. 


It further states, "The will of the 


people is intended to be exercised most 
directly through the political parties; our 
two major parties have thus far failed to 
develop any meaningful statement or 
program concerning Vietnam." 


"It may be that both political parties 


are awaiting an initiative from the grass 
roots elements of the party and because 
the time is long overdue to combat the 
sense of powerlessness and futility in our 
people regarding their ability to control 
their own destiny and the policies of 
their elected officials " 


Wood Frame Apartment Buildings Are Now Prohibited 


Construction of wood-frame apartment 


buildings are now pro'iibited ,'n the city 
of Rolling Meadows. 


The city council Tuesday night, in a 


move designed to increase the safety of 
apartments, unanimously adopted an or- 
dinance which will prevent this type of 
construction. 


In accordance with the ordinance, all 


new apartment buildings hi the city will 
be required to be built of masonry ex- 
terior walls. 


The new ordinance also requires solid 


masonry construction in places of assem- 
bly, including schools and theaters. 


"THIS ORDINANCE is a culmination 


of months of study by the building and 
zoning officer and the city fire marshal," 
said Aid. Thomas Waldron, chairman of 
the building and zoning committee. "We 
are now as fully protected as we can be 
in the area of fire protection." 


Although Rolling Meadows already op- 


erates under the Building Officials of 
America code (BOCA), the ordinance 
adopts sections of the National Code as 
well. The National Code, prepared by in- 
surance underwriters, is stricter than the 
BOCA code, according to city officials. 


Another ordinance passed by the coun- 


cil requires floor areas in apartment 


buildings be reduced to have less space 
between fire walls. Future apartment 
builders are also required to enlarge 
elevators in apartment buildings 


"Some of the elevators don't have 


enough room for an emergency cot," 
said Fire Marshal Thomas Fogarty. Fo- 
garty said emergency patients must be 
carried down the stairs of some apart- 
ment buildings 


"We have tried to eliminate any poor 


construction," Sverre Haug said of the 
new ordinances. 


LAST MONTH city council passed an 


ordinance requiring new apartments to 


be equipped with fire alarm systems Fo- 
garty said he is asking apartment com- 
plexes not equipped with the fire alarm 
systems to voluntarily install them. 


"I am working on some more require- 


ments," Fogarty said. He said he may 
ask city council to adopt an ordinance 
which requires sprinkler systems in 
apartment complexes 


Rolling Meadows is now ranked in the 


fifth category by the Illinois Insurance 
Bureau. There are ten categories in the 
bureau's ratings. "We should raise an- 
other efficiency rating with the adoption 
of the new ordinances," Fogarty said.

Theater May Face Legal Action 


A Cook County states attorney said

torney, said the sheriff's police has a 
course of action, but will not release 
their tactics to the press. The plan may 
bring about action in the courts con- 
cerning the drive-in and the movies they 
show, McDonnell indicated. 


"Something will be done about them," 


McDonnell said. 


For the past five weeks, a group of 


Palatine women, lead by Mrs. Nancy 
Haines and Mrs. Joni Byrne, have been 
circulating a petition against the drive-in 
because of the X-rated movies they have 
been showing that are visible on nearby 
roads. So far, more than 2,000 women 
from several local communities have 
signed it. 


Recently, the women have been seeing 


court officials and law officers in the 
area about what action they could take 
concerning the theater. 


Spokesmen for the Kohlberg Theater 


chain, which owns the 53 Outdoor The- 
ater, said they haven't felt any pressure 
from the women. However, they said the 


theater now has a new policy of showing 
less X-rated movies. 


Currently, the drive-in is showing an 


R-rated film, "Catch 22." 


Spokesmen said they would not raise 


the height of the drive-in walls or build 
wings around the screen to blot view of 
the films from the road since it would 
cost them too much to do so. They added 
that the women could best aim their 
campaign at other drive-in theaters or 
other local problems. 


The women basically object to the the- 


ater because their films can be viewed 
by minors who could not be admitted to 
the theater, merely by sitting outside the 
theater. 


Anyone driving by the theater could 


view the 53 Outdoor's screen, according 
to states attorney Jim Rooney. Cur- 
rently, no local laws directly pertain to- 
outdoor theaters other than zoning laws.

Wednesday meeting questioned cancella- 
tion of the annual trip to Camp Duncan. 
They proposed operating the trip with 
volunteer supervisors. But, Asst. Supt. 
Tom Rich said, "It is better not to have 
an outdoor education program for a year 
than to have two (school) classes of 40 
children each " 


"The cuts will compensate for an in- 


crease in fixed charges and teachers' 
salaries in addition to a $121,131 drop in 
education fund revenue," said Jim Hen- 
dren, district business manager. 


"OUR ANNUAL salary expenditure 


this year will total 51,320,000, but we only 
have a projected revenue in the educa- 
tion fund of $1,304,000. A deficit will ob- 
viously result, therefore, a reduction 
must be made in orier to match revenue 
with expenditures," said Grodsky. 


The drop in revenue reflects several 


factors, said Grodsly. "To present a de- 
crease in state aid, the state legislature 
would have to add a bonus of 25 per cent 
to the existing eight per cent bonus, to 
equal this year's state aid." 


In addition, Grodsky said, the special 


programs reimbursed by the federal gov- 
ernment have been reduced because of 
the tightening of federal funds. 


"Interest in investments will also suf- 


fer because taxes will be late and there- 
fore interest normally received during 
the two-month period will not be re- 
ceived " 


Because of reduced participation in 


student and community services, (such 
as building rental) Grodsky said, the dis- 
trict will lose $5,000. 


"When I came to the district three 


years ago, I promised to up-grade the 
e d u c a t i o n program," said Grodsky 
"Through the cooperation of the staff we 
have come a long way. I hope these cuts 
aren't a step backwards."

Dirt roads, horse-drawn wagons, and 


long hours 


William 
Rohlwing remembers those 


days when Elk drove Township was 
nothing but forming country south of Ar- 
lington Heihgts 


Rohlwing was born Sept. 20, 1892, in 


the days when many a man worked from 
before sunrise to well after sundown on a 
farm in this area. 


Today the six-square-mile township in- 


cludes portions of Arlington Heights, Elk 
Grove Village. Mount Prospect, Des 
Plaines, Rolling Meadows. 


The son of a farmer, Rohlwing had 


little choice about his life's work. His fa- 
ther died when he was IB, leaving young 
Rohlwing and his brother Herman to 
farm 320 acres near what now are Illi- 
nois Rtes 53 and 58. 


The area was mostly German in those 


days, said Rohlwing, and it was not un- 
usual for many |>cople to speak the lan- 
guage as well. 


Rohlwing attended school for eight 


years at St. Peter Lutheran Church in 
Schaumburg 
Township, where 
many 


farmers sent their children. 


"People were friendlier in those days. 


Thoy weren't in such a hurry," he said, 
sitting behind a table in the town hall, 
2400 S. Arlington Heights Rd. 


A short man about five-foot six inches, 


Rohlwing if the supervisor for Elk Grove 
Township, a position he has held for 18 
years. 


The years have been good to Rohlwing 


and though his dark blond hair has long 
since left him, he moves around well for 
a man his age — 78. Slightly hunched, he 
walks slowly. "I'm shrinkin,', " he said, 
managing a smile. "My legs kinda give 
out but nothing bothers me, Thank God." 


"I must lead a clean life," he laughed, 


adding that he quit smoking cigars about 
a year ago when. "I got a bad cold."_ As 
far as liquor is concerned, Rohlwing said 
he'll "drink anything that conies along — 
within reason." 


Rohlwing gave up farming in 1958 


when he sold his land to the Cook County 
Forest Preserve District and the devel- 
oper of a shopping center. 


He moved to 901 S. loka St., Mount 


Prospect, a town Rohlwing said once 
was "just a little train depot" where 
trains stopped to pick up milk. Having 
invested his money in real estate, he now 
lives comfortably. 


Married twice — both his wives died — 


Rohlwing has seven sons and one daugh- 
ter. He is the grandfather of 21 grand- 
children and 16 great grandchildren. 
"They all live within driving distance," 
boasts Rohlwing. 


A large family would have come in 


handy years ago on Rohlwing's large 
farm when there were few time-saving 
devices. 


"We really had to work hard," he re- 


called. "We did all the work by hand and 
with horses." 


Aksed if he yearned for those days of 


growing crops and plowing fields he 
quickely replied: 


"I'LL TAKE THIS on.," Kathy Lawlor

"No. I wouldn't like to go back to the 


olden days. The only time I enjoyed 
farming is when I got big equipment — 
a tractor — and then I'd drive it all day. 


"With modern machinery farming is 


easy," he asserted. "Today a farmer has 
got to have big machinery." 


Rohlwing didn't aprpeciate the long 


hours at work or the six-hour rides to the 
Randolph Street market in Chicago that 
he made occasionally. 


He didn't have a truck before 1917 so 


the journey had to be made in a horse- 
pulled wagon. There were stables for the 


horses in the market but the drivers 
slept on the wagons, he said. 


Elgin was the closest "big town." Ar- 


lington Heights was next. "It had a the- 
ater," Rohlwing said. Palatine was five 
miles away and the location of the Bow- 
man Dairy, he added. 


Rohlwing grew corn, wheat and oats on 


his farm as did many of the farmers 
west of the Ned Brown Forest Preserve, 
"East of the forest preserve was truck 
farms," he said. 


Rohlwing served a term as town tax 


collector in the 1930s during the Depres- 
sion. 


"Those were rough years. We were 


lucky we had that farm. A farmer is the 
last one who will starve," he said, with a 
trace of pride in his voice. 


Rohlwing was elected town supervisor 


in 1953. 


"I got the same job my father had," he 


said. His father, John Rohlwing, after 
whom the road (now Rte. 53) was 
named, was supervisor from 1901 to 1908. 


Rohlwing said he was asked to run for 


office by Albert Wille, town supervisor 
for 28 years. 


"I said OK. Threw my hat in the ring," 


he said. 


About the job, Rohlwing said it keeps 


him alive and busy. 


"If I stayed home I'd just look at the 


four walls and fade away. It keeps me 
alive," he asserted. 


As supervisor Rohlwing is paid $7,000 a 


year, a far cry from the $400 he got when 
he started out in 1953. 


He is in charge of all the town ac- 


counts, the sanitary sewer system, and a 
number of other jobs. The most impor- 
tant is the general assistance fund, also 
known as public aid, which he adminis- 
ters for needy families. 


Rohlwing has seen the township grow 


from a community of farmers to one of 
homeowners and apartment dwellers in 
1971. 


He doesn't recall the population when' 


he took office in the early '50s, but from 
1960 to 1970 the poqulation increased 
from 27,800 to almost 80,000. 


"It really went up this last census," 


said Rohlwing, adding that it's likely to 
increase a lot more in the years to come. 


The change has been from an agrarian 


society to an urbanized one. Rohlwing 
summed it up in one sentence. 


"I don't think there's even one cow 


left."

by the Illinois Division of Waterways and 
backed up by a circuit court judge had 
required removal of the structure by 
March 1 That deadline was extended 
last week by Circuit Court Judge Daniel 
Covelli because high river water ham- 
pered efforts to pull a final section of the 
bridge from the river. 


"WE STILL HAVE a little more house- 


keeping to do with regard to the river 
banks which we'll do as soon as the wa- 
ter subsides a little," said Brostoff 


"The east one we'll be able to take 


care of very quickly but the west one will 
be a little more trouble," he said. The 
river banks, he said, will be restored 
"for all practical purposes" to their orig- 
inal conditions. 


According to John C. Guillou, chief en- 


gineer of the waterways division, Sexton 
has complied with that agency's order 
forbidding any filling within 125 feet of 
the middle of the river The river varies 
between 100 and 60 feet in width along 
the 40-acre filling site on the west bank, 
he said. 


Conservationists and the Metropolitan 


Sanitary District have criticized filling of 
the flood plain, charging it will aggra- 
vate flooding problems 


Guillou said yesterday inspections by 


waterways division personnel have found 
no river back ups in the upstream water 
level as a result of the filling. 


"I have not seen it yet, but my people 


have been out there and taken pictures,

and from what I can see it has been re- 
stored and everything is gone," he said. 


SEXTON EARLIER had agreed to re- 


frain from filling within 125 feet of the 
middle of the river after a study of the 
company's plans by state officials re- 
vealed the operation would have raised 
the water level upstream to Foundry 
Road by more than a foot. 


The company has said it will allow 


conservationists to replant trees in a 
"green belt" on the 40-acre site, which 
was stripped of trees when the landfilling 
began last fall. 


"With everything that's happened in 


the past and the assurances from Sexton, 
it would be a shame if the people who do 
want to use this river don't take advan- 
tage of Sexton's offer for this planting," 
Guillou said. 


He said the company's offer is a "real 


opportunity" to enhance the river bank 
area. 


According to Brostoff, Sexton has 


agreed to allow conservationists or other 
interested groups to plant trees on the 


site, and is currently checking to see if 
there would be any legal problems in- 
volved.

Some Stock It, Most Find Sales Dismal 
New Gas Sales Moving Like Lead 


by KAREN RUGEN 


Providing lead-free gasoline for motor- 


ists in Mount Prospect isn't doing much 
for the environment because they just 
aren't buying it, according to local ser- 
vice station managers. 


"It's a necessity to have no-lead gas 


for those who want it," said Norb Hue- 
cker who recently installed one pump for 
lead-free gas at his Arco station, 1 W. 
Central Rd. "But I don't get more than 
one or two calls a month for it. People 
aren't patriotic and dont' seem to care 
about pollution." 


Of the 14 Mount Prospect service sta- 


tions polled at random, seven do not yet 
sell lead-free gas because their oil com- 
panies have not yet produced it for retail 
sales. The other seven have it, but no 
more than 10 per cent of their sales 
comes from no-lead gas. 


"We just don't have enough requests 


for it to put it in," said the manager at K 
& W Sunoco, Dempster and Algonquin 
roads. 


LEAD FREE gas was introduced in 


Mount Prospect last summer even 
though it has been marketed in the 
southern and eastern states for 55 years,

As we travel down the shorter and 


shorter road to the April 6 election for 
the Arlington Heights Village Board, it's 
a lesson in politics to see what the vil- 
lage board does 


One example: Struggling with the vil- 


lage budget and reciting phrases about 
"priorities" — the finance committee of 
the Village Board recently refused a 
request for an $8,000 report. The request 
was submitted by the village's Cultural 
Commission for a feasibility report on 
building a cultural center in Arlington 
Heights. 


Astute political village watchers pre-

Another example is the recent fiasco

pointed out, the park officials have been 
talking about a joint meeting for about 10 
months. But wheu it was finally held, 
neither board had all its members there. 


According to park officials, an agenda 


of topics was submitted to village offi- 
cials a week in advance of the meeting.

couldn't make any decisions about the 
topics until they had more information. 


Why wasn't the park district adminis- 


tration or board told more information 
was needed in advance? Then the two 
boards could have met, discussed topics 
in real terms and reached decisions. In- 
stead, it was an example of having a 
meeting to have a meeting. I suppose it 
wai meant to show the Village Board 
was willing to cooperate with the Park 
Board. 


However, the result was inaction and 


disappointment. Long-standing problems 
•re still lingering and the two boards are 
no closer together in working out prob- 
lems than if they'd never met at all.

A Cook County states attorney said 


yesteiday that legal action may be taken 
soon against the 53 Outdoor Theater. 


A complaint by local women con- 


cerning the type of movies the drive-in 
theater, located at Rte. 12 and Hicks 
Road, has been showing has been for- 
warded to the Cook County Sheriff's of- 
fice. 


John J. McDonnell, a county states at- 


torney, said the sheriff's police has a 
course of action, but will not release 
their tactics to the press. The plan may 
bring about action in the courts con- 
cerning the drive-in and the movies they 
show, McDonnell indicated. 


"Something will be done about them," 


McDonnell said. 


For the past five weeks, a group of 


Palatine women, lead by Mrs. Nancy 
Haines and Mrs. Joni Byrne, have been 
circulating a petition against the drive-in 
because of the X-rated movies they have 
been showing that are visible on nearby 
roads. So far, more than 2,000 women 
from several local communities have 
signed it. 


Recently, the women have been seeing 


court officials and law officers in the 
area about what action they could take 
concerning the theater. 


Spokesmen for the Kohlberg Theater 


chain, which owns the 53 Outdoor The- 


ater, said they haven't felt any pressure 
from the women. However, they said the 
theater now has a new policy of showing 
less X-rated movies. 


Currently, the drive-in is showing an 


R-rated film, "Catch 22." 


Spokesmen said they would not raise 


the height of the drive-in walls or build 
wings around the screen to blot view of 
the films from the road since it would 
cost them too much to do so. They added 
that the women could best aim their 
campaign at other drive-in theaters or 
other local problems.

The Harper board last night accepted 


cost analysis figures from the college ar-

John McCarter, state budget director, 


had charged that Harper College was 
constructed for $39 a square foot. 


However, figures presented by Ed Fin- 


lay of the architectural firm of Caudill, 
Rowlepp and Scott, fixed the cost figure 
per square foot at a maximum of 
$27.99. College president Robert Lahti 
asserted that the only way to reach the 
$39 figure would have been to include 
the cost of the land in the building cost 
estimate — a procedure not normally 
followed.

The 20 budget cuts made Wednesday 


by the Dist. 2:t School Board will prevent 
financial "disaster" In the district, ac- 
cording to Supt. Edward Grodsky. 


"These cuts, totaling $145,708, should 


preserve the school district for the next 
two years." said Grodsky. "If we had 
continued borrowing rather than cutting 
the budget, it would have been very diffi- 
cult to operate In the 1972-73 school 
yenr " This year's budget totaled $1.7 
million. 


Dist. 23 serves Prospect Heights and 


parts of Wheeling and Arlington Heights. 


Fewer cuts would have been made ac- 


cording to Grodsky if voters had ap- 
proved two tax hikes and a special levy 
proposed by the school officials in Octo- 
ber. 1970 and again in February, 1971. 
The increased revenue would not have 
come into the district until 1972. How- 
ever. Grodsky said, "we would havo 
been in a better position to borrow this 
year if we knew more monies were com- 
ing in next year." 


THE BUDGET cuts will not go into ef- 


fect until July I. 1971, the beginning of 
the new school fiscal year. The main im- 
pact of the cuts falls on special pro- 
grams, personnel and services.

FOUR TEACHING positions have heen 


cancelled in the areas of art, music and 
reading, to save $30,000. Grodsky said 
the district will have no remedial read- 
ing teachers, but will still have three mu- 
sic teachers and two full-tune and one 
part-time art teacher. 


"We have notified the teachers now 


holding the cancelled positions that they 
may moved to vacate positions if they 
have the necessary qualifications," said 
Grodaky. 


Some teachers and residents at the 


Wednesday meeting questioned cancella- 
tion of the annual trip to Camp Duncan. 
They proposed operating the trip with 
volunteer supervisors. But, Asst. Supt. 
Tom Rich said, "It is better not to have 
an outdoor education program for a year 
than to have two (school) classes of 40 
children each." 


"The cuts will compensate for an in- 


crease in fixed charges and teachers' 
salaries in addition to a $121,131 drop in 
education fund revenue," said Jim Hen- 
dren, district business manager. 


"OUR 
ANNUAL salary expenditure 


this year will total $1,320,000, but we only 
have a projected revenue in the educa- 
tion fund of $1,304,000. A deficit irfll ob- 
viously result, therefore, a refaction 
must be made in order to match revenue 
with expenditures," said Grodsky. 


The drop in revenue reflects several 


factors, said Grodsky. "To present a de- 
crease in state aid, the state legislature 
would have to add a bonus of 25 per cent 
to the existing eight per cent bonus, to 
equal this year's state aid." 


In addition, Grodsky said, the special 


programs reimbursed by the federal gov- 
ernment Jiave been reduced because of 
the tightening of federal funds.

"green belt" on the 40-acre site, which 
was stripped of trees when the landfilling 
began last fall. 


"With everything that's happened in 


the past and the assurances from Sexton, 
it would be a shame if the people who do 
want to use this river don't take advan- 
tage of Sexton's offer for this planting," 
Guillou said 


He said the company's offer is a "real 


opportunity" to enhance the river bank 
area. 


According to Brostoff, Sexton has 


agreed to allow conservationists or other 
interested groups to plant trees on the 
site, and is currently checking to see if 
there would be any legal problems in-

Dirt roads, horse-drawn wagons, and 


long hours 


William Rohlwing remembers those 


days when Elk Grove Township was 
nothing but farming country south of Ar- 
lington Heihgts. 
, Rohlwing was born Sept. 20, 1892, in 
the days when many a man worked from 
before sunrise to well after sundown on a 
farm in this area. 


Today the six-square-mile township in- 


cludes portions of Arlington Heights, Elk 
Grove Village, Mount Prospect, Des 
Plaines, Rolling Meadows. 


The son of a farmer, Rohlwing had 


little choice about his life's work His fa- 
ther died when he was 16, leaving young 
Rohlwing and his brother Herman to 
farm 320 acres near what now are Illi- 
nois Rtes. 53 and 58 


The area was mostly German in those 


days, said Rohlwing, and it was not un- 
usual for many people to speak the lan- 
guage as well. 


Rohlwing attended school for eight 


years at St. Peter Lutheran Church in 
Schaumburg Township, where many 
farmers sent their children. 


"People were friendlier in those days. 


They weren't in such a hurry," he said, 
sitting behind a table in the town hall, 
2400 S. Arlington Heights Rd. 


A short man about five-foot six inches, 


Rohlwing is the supervisor for Elk Grove 
Township, a position he has held for 18 
years. 


The years have been good to Rohlwing 


and though his dark blond hair has long 
since left him, he moves around well for 
a man his age — 78. Slightly hunched, he 
walks slowly "I'm shrinkin,', " he said, 
managing a smile "My legs kinda give 
out but nothing bothers me, Thank God." 


"I must lead a clean life," he laughed, 


adding that he quit smoking cigars about 
a year ago when, "I got a bad cold." As 
far as liquor is concerned, Rohlwing said 
he'll "drink anything that comes along — 
within reason." 


Rohlwing gave up farming in 1958 


when he sold his land to the Cook County 
Forest Preserve District and the devel- 
oper of a shopping center 


He moved to 901 S loka St, Mount 


Prospect, a town Rohlwing said once 
was "just a little train depot" where 
trains stopped to pick up milk. Having 
invested his money in real estate, he now 
lives comfortably. 


Married twice — both his wives died — 


Rohlwing has seven sons and one daugh- 
ter. He is the grandfather of 21 grand- 
children and 16 great grandchildren. 
"They all live within driving distance," 
boasts Rohlwing 


A large family would have come in 


handy years ago on Rohlwing's large 
farm when there were few time-saving 
devices. 


"We really had to work hard," he re- 


called. "We did all the work by hand and 
with horses." 


Aksed if he yearned for those days of 


growing crops and plowing fields he 
quickely replied: 


"No. I wouldn't like to go back to the 


olden days. The only time I enjoyed 
farming is when I got big equipment — 
a tractor — and then I'd drive it all day. 


"With modern machinery farming is 


easy," he asserted. "Today a farmer has

Tuberculosis is on the rise in North- 


west Durban Cook County, according 
to Edward A Piszcek, M D. of the coun- 
ty fiilwrculoMs sanitarium district 


During 1970. there were 213 new cases 


of tuberculosis reported in the county, 
which compares fo the 1969 total of 206 


Pis/eek siid nearly one out of every 


10 IHX) people in Cook County was found 
to have the disease 


Of these 213 eases reported last year, 


11 of them represented patients in Ar- 
Ifcgton Heights. Des Plaines, Hoffman 
Kstates, Mount Prospect, Palatine, Roll- 
ing Meadows, Schaumburg, Wheeling 


"and Elk Grove Village. 


In these same communities only 23 


cases were reported to health officials in 
1969, and 21 cases in 1968. 


PISZCZEK GAVE no definitive ex-

The typical oases are usually 
contagious and can generally be treated 
with a combination of medicinal drugs. 
A typical tuberculosis, however, is on the 
average, not contagious and often resists 
present day medication.

fund which produces $5 billion per year 
that is used on building and improving 
roads. Well, the more roads, the more 
cars, the more cars, the more gas, the 
more gas the more tax and then more 
roads.

Hayes said that this sytem has stopped 


the development of any option other than 
autos. "This country has the money and 
the technical know-how available for a 
good mass transit s/stem but the option 
is not there." 


"The suburban Cook County area ap- 


pears to have a higher rate of atypical 
infections than any other similar area in 
the world," Piszcek said. 


He did say one reason for the increase 


could stem from a concentrated outbreak 
of 23 cases of tuberculosis in Chicago 
Heights last year. 


TUBERCULOSIS IS classified by its 


severity. There are four stages of the 
disease which are classified as minimal, 
moderately advanced, far advanced and 
primary, he said. 


In 1970, 42 per cent of the cases report- 


ed were of the moderate advanced tu- 
berculosis. Only four per cent fell into 
the primary, or serious, category. 


Piszczek said one misconception people 


have about tuberculosis is that it is 
strictly a lung disease. But of the 213 
cases reported last year, the disease was 
centered in other parts of the body, in- 
cluding ears, knees and the blood 
stream. 


Piszczek added that the Suburban Cook 


County Sanitarium District operates clin- 
ics in Forest Park, Park Ridge and Har- 
vey.

She was lonely in the crowd, this 


middle-aged protestor passing out paper 
flowers in the Randhurst mall. 


Most people bypassed or sidestepped 


her outstretched hand. But some took the 
flowers. Others called her a Communist. 


Largely unnoticed or ignored, she rep- 


resented the Northwest Suburban Women 
for Peace. 


A small tag on each flower was the 


only punch to this otherwise subtle pro- 
test. It read: "Bring Our Troops Home " 


She was one of some 100 women from 


Arlington Heights, Buffalo Grove, Des 
Plaines, Mount Prospect, Palatine and 
other towns wich feed into the NWWP, a 
three-year old offspring of the parent or- 
ganization which covers all of the U.S 
and was formed nearly a decade ago. 
Women Strike For Peace. 


SOME YOUNG, some old, these subur 


ban housewives spent the last few years 
doing everything from passing out anti- 
war leaflets to marching on the nation's 
capitol. 


And next Tuesday, NWWP will strike 


again — this time by staging a local 
shopping boycott. 


Mrs. Lillian Hayward of 209 E. Claren- 


don in Prospect Heights heads this un- 
structured, non-dues-paying grou. Her 
telephone line and home are frequently 
the focal point of NWWP operations. 


Tuesday's rally will be from 10 a.m. to 


4 p.m. in the basement of St. James 
School at 821 N. Arlington Heights Rd. 


Bess Myerson's film "You Don't Have 


To Buy The War, Mrs. Smith" will be 
shown. Writing rooms for penning letters 
and postcards to congressmen will be 
open. And foremost in the day's activi- 
ties, a shopping boycott will be held. 


"Withholding money from the economy 


is one way all women can protest the 
war," Mrs. Hayward said On the 16th of 
each month hereafter another, and then 
another boycott will be held based on 
this belief. 


SHE SAID Vietnam has hurt the na- 


tion's economy drastically and a shop- 
ping boycott will only help to drive home 
this point. 


NWWP also bases it's opposition to 


Southeast Asian involvement on the blunt 
immorality of the war and the fractiona- 
lizing effect it is having on American un- 
'ity. 


And until the Viet Nam War is over, 


NWWP will continue to fight, she added. 


All women have one thing in common: 


their oppostion to the war which they 
continue to fight against under their ban- 
ner of the genetic sign for female, a 
circle mounted atop a cross. 


Why women only? "Because we're a 


tremendously imaginative force, and if 
men can't stop the war then we must. In 
that way we're very chauvinistic," Mrs. 
Hayward said. 


She said the nation-wide Strike for 


Peace movement was born nine years 
ago when faltering negotiations for a nu- 
clear test ban treaty heledmagnifythep 
threat of nuclear holocaust. 


AND AS THE draft grew larger over 


years of escalation in Viet Nam, more 
and more mothers, wives and girl friends 
joined forces with NWWP and similar 
groups. 


Now, NWWP works with the Evanston 


Peace Center, the New Voice of Women 
in New England, the Women's Inter- 
national League for Freedom and Peace 
in Cleveland and other anti-war groups. 


Many take courses in draft counseling 


and help set up counseling centers 
through private contributions. Often, op- 
erations are centered at the 343 S. Dear- 
born, Strike center in Chicago, where, 
for example, leaflets are printed up. 


In all, Mrs. Hayward said her group is 


well received, but added that a turnout 
of 20 would be good next Tuesday, com- 
pared to the 200 and 300 people North 
Shore Women for Peace can expect. 


The turf they are on is conservative 


and Mrs. Hayward knows it. She cited 
examples of how many have told her and 
other NWWP workers to catch the next 
flight for Moscow. 


"No nation should have the power of

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Homemakers Learn Decoupage 


It's Details That Make The Difference 


by DOROTHY OLIVER 


Even I know the bastes of decoupage 


It'< simply » combination of scissors,

Joan Bronnan of Decoupage Unlimited, 


Northfield, III . presented the program. 
She represented Illinois Bronze Paint 
and Powder Co , Lake Zurich, III. 


"Your decoupage scissors is the most 


important part of decoupage," Joan told 
us as she held up the small curved scis- 
sors All white areas should be removed 
before the print is glued, she added. 


DETAIL NO. 1 was the "right" way to 


cut. White areas within the print should 
be cut out from the wrong side of the 
print tn a clockwise motion. Border 
areas of white should be cut in a counter- 
clockwise motion from the top. Never try 
to achieve 2 straight edge unless it is to 
be covered by trim Joan stressed that 
edges 
should be feathered, torn or 


burned 


Unless the print is to be antiqued 


(which can be done by soaking it in a 
cup of strong tea or coffee until the right 
color is achieved) it should be sealed be- 
fore and after cutting Only seal the front 
on the print 


The edgos of the print should be color- 


ed with an ml base pencil or water colors 
before it is glued onto a backing. The 
color should either match the colors of 
the print or the color of the backing. 


"DON'T BE AFRAID to cut prints 


apart." Joan told us She was using three 
designs for one wall plaque — all cut 
from different prints. "Try to create 
something original. The ladybug from 


one picture might look great on the leaf 
of another. Cut it out and try it " 


The gluing process should be done on 


wax paper for easy clean-up. You need 
damp squares of cloth, a seamless roller 
and glue. Your selection of glue should 
be made based on how intricate your 
task will be. A fast drying glue can be 
used for a simple job and slow drying 
glue for more difficult jobs. Joan recom- 
mended using something in between the 
two. 


Glue, press the design into place with 


your fingers or a damp sponge, put a 
damp square of material over the print 
and roll, roll. roll. Start at the center of 
the print and roll the excess glue out 
from under the design. To be sure you've 
got it all replace the damp cloth with 
wax paper and roll again. You can see if 
there's excess. Always work from the 
center and never roll back and forth. 


UNGLUED EDGES CAN be secured 


with a little, glue on the point of a tooth- 
pick, Joan suggested. Vinegar on a cot- 
ton swab will clean off excess glue that 
won't come off with a damp cloth. 


Varnishing is what turns many poten- 


tial craftsmen away from decoupage, yet 
Joan made it look fun and easy. Start 
with a high quality, pure bristle, one-inch 
varnish brush. Stove the brush in turpen- 
tine and clean it with mineral spirits 
(paint thinner). 


The first coat should be of satin var- 


nish which has been stired, not shaken. 
The next 10 to 25 or more coats are of 
high gloss varnish. 


The trick to varnishing is in the tech- 


nique. Joan put a puddle of varnish in 
the center of the plaque. Then she 
stroked out to the sides in a sunburst 
pattern until the surface was covered. 
She used the tip of the brush to smooth 
the varnish, stroking from top to bottom 
with the grain of the wood. 


AFTER VARNISHING the edges of the 


plaque, she crooked her finger and ran it 
around the perimeter to catch drips. 


"Dry your piece in a place where 


there's not a lot of movement — varnish 


is a great lint and dust catcher," she 
said. Tackcloth should be used to wipe 
dust from your work before each coat of 
varnish is applied. 


The coats of high gloss should be ap- 


plied until the print is literally "sunk" in 
varnish. The piece should be set aside 
for 24 hours before the next step — sand- 
ing. 


The first sanding should be done with 


400 wet-dry sandpaper over the kitchen 
sink, Joan suggested. Dip the paper in 
water and sand, stopping ever so often to 
look for flaws. Sand until there is a smo- 
ky finish over the print and a shiny halo 
around it. Wipe the piece with turpentine 
and apply three coats of satin varnish. 


Wait another 24 hours and then sand 


again — this time with 600 wet-dry sand- 
paper. Wet and sand lightly. Then rub 
with 0000 steel wool (dry) to get rid of 
any shininess on the surface. 


RUB AGAIN WITH pumice or polish- 


ing powder. Rub still another time with a 
piece of felt which has been dipped in 
bodied linseed oil, with the grain of the 
wood. Rub until the felt gets warm. Put 
a drop of liquid detergent on the plaque 
and rinse with warm water. 


Your final finish depends on how long 


you're 
willing to spend 
rubbing a 


gloss into your creation. Start out using a 
terry cloth towel. For a "hand rubbed" 
finish use your hand next. 


"The more you rub the glossier the 


shine," Joan advised. 


She ended the teaching portion of the 


all day workshop with a few words for 
the wise: Don't ever mix your brands of 
varnish when you work on a piece. Be 
careful when using quick drying varnish 
— you don't have time to play around. 
Keep a regular schedule of varnishing 
(approximately every six hours) and 
don't let your piece set for long periods 
of time between coats. If something hap- 
pens and it does set for more than 24 
hours sand it lightly before applying the 
next coat. 


"Maybe the next time you see a piece 


of decoupage you'll be a little more ap- 
preciative," Joan said, and her audience 
agreed. 


NOT EVEN FEEDING TIME was interrupted by Mrs. 
Donald Yacktman's notetaking at the decoupage work- 
shop. The session was sponsored by the University of 
Illinois Extension Service. 


EVERYONE'S ATTENTION WAS focused on Joan 
Brennan at tht explained the intricacies of creat- 


ing decoupage to members of Cook County 


Homemakers units. Joan doled out many tips dur- 


ing the morning session, and homemakers tried 
them in the afternoon on their own decoupage. 


Preston Bradley's Message: 
We Must Learn To Live Together

The greatest decision in human history 


will have to be made in the next 25 
years. The problem before us is learning 
to live together For the first time in his 
history, man holds in the palm of his 
hands — not God's hands — the ability to 
press a button and end everything. 


Dr. Preston Bradley, (rt-year-oid pastor 


of the People's Church of Chicago, states- 
man, author, lecturer and humanist, had 
these and many other comments for the 
several hundred people attending the 
first Praypr Breakfast sponsored by the 
Des Plames Woman's Club recently. In- 
troduced in glowing terms by Woman's 
Club president Mrs. William Ewing, 
Bradley took the microphone as his au- 
dience greeted him with a standing ova- 
tion. 


•1 THINK THE world is shapii g up to 


the greatest decision in human history... 


The next quarter century will deter- 
mine the future for the next 1,000 years. 
If I can make one little contribution to 
the making of a right decision, I will con- 
tinue (speaking to audiences) until I can- 
not any more," he said. 


"I feel more strongly than ever before 


that if I was 25 years old, and in a world 
such as this, I would not stick my head 
in the sand. I think I'd be 'way out' as so 
many young people are described to- 
day." 


Bradley, added that young people today 


are tired of our not getting out of Viet- 
nam and they are saying to the church, 
"You better get busy." 


He called for ecumenicahsra stating, 


"When I think of the thousands of dollars 
we have spent as Christians to promote 
our differences . . . I'm not going to ever 
spend an ounce of my energy or my time 
in theological conflicts. 


"THE CHURCH IS now recognizing 


that if it exists much longer as a motiva- 
tor of society it's got to get back to the 
simple teachings of Christ. We've got to 
recapture realities or the church is sunk. 


"This is the greatest hour of testing we 


have ever known. Religion is on trial as 
I've never known it to be in my lifetime. 
And the church has almost brought about 
its own demise by arguing about unim- 
portant things." 


The short, stocky preacher, with goW- 


rimmed spectacles and white hair rub- 
bing the collar of his dark suit expressed 
little enthusiasm for some of man's prog- 
ress. 


"I'm more interested in the earth (ban 


in the moon. Instead of spending billions 
of dollars on the moon program let's do 
something about war, cancer, hunger, 
the poor... on this earth." 


BIJADLEY EMPHASIZED that the 


problem before us is to learn to live to- 
gether. "We better get our values 
straightened out and then we'd better 
have the courage to do something about 
it." 


"We'd better stop playing with our reli- 


gion," he continued. "We are never go- 
ing to have just one church — people 
want to worship in different ways. Unity 
is a bigger word than uniformity." 


"There is nothing new about our prob- 


lems today. Racism, internal relations — 
they've been around a long time. But 
there is something that is new . . . Man 
has the ability to annihilate himself and 
God must be in great pain. 


"If we could say, 'At tang last, Lord, 


we're ready to follow you.' If man could 
bring himself to that moment, it would 
be marvelous. If man could do that, it 
would'bring him back to dignity and 
peace."

Book Offers Hope 


Infertility Common 


by PATRICIA McCORMACK 


NEW YORK (UPI) - "We want a 


child so desperately, doctor," the wife 
says as she and her spouse seek help 
with a problem that afflicts 10 million 
couples — infertility. 


The husband, looking as unhappy as 


his wife, nods "That's so." 


"When a couple tells me that and I 


hear it often, it bothers me because I 
know what is happening to the couple 
and to their marriage," Dr. Sherwin A. 
Kaufman said in an interview. 


"Any couple worried about fertility al- 


ready has a strain in their marriage." 


Kaufman, a practicing gynecologist-ob- 


stetrician for 24 years and medical direc- 
tor of Planned Parenthood of New York 
City, said one in four couples is afflicted 
with this particular difficulty. 


HE IS THE author of the first book on 


infertility for laymen — "New Hope for 
the Childless Couple" (Simon and Schus- 
ter). 


Kaufman's estimate that one in four 


couples is frustrated in efforts to produce 
offspring may come as a surprise. "You 
don't hear about it," the authority said, 
"because it's not the kind of thing people 
talk about." 


He estimates that five million couples 


in the reproductive age group can't con- 
ceive. Another five million can't get a 
live child even after conception. The 
wife, an habitual aborter, is plagued with 
miscarriages. 


"Fifty per cent of the couples now can 


be helped, versus 20 or 25 per cent 20 
years ago," Kaufman said. 


"In 40 per cent of the cases the hus- 


band is the problem." 


In these cases, artificial insemination 


sometimes solves the dilemma. Donor in- 
semination, far from being a fad, is an 
accepted medical procedure that has 
been practiced for many years. 


SOMETIMES DRUGS to help ovulation 


will correct the woman's difficulty. Sur- 
gery to correct difficulties in the wom- 


an's reproductive system is of value in 
other cases. 


"If the doctor has come to the con- 


clusion that the prognosis is extremely 
poor, he must be candid hi explaining the 
fact to the couple. There are some condi- 
tion — not many — that cannot be reme- 
died," Kaufman said. 


"Advice and help in adopting a child 


has been the best therapy for many such 
ccuples." 


Kaufman expects the problem of infer- 


tility in marriage to increase. 


He bases his expectation of an increase 


in the problem on increasing 
per- 


missiveness in sexual affairs in the pre- 
marital years, which has brought with it 
an increase in gonorrhea — a venereal 
disease that has the capability of crippl- 
ing a female's reproductive organs.

The Potting Shed 


by Mary B. Good 


This time of year some of the lawn 


buffs start getting the urge for green 
grass in winter. (They call it early 
spring lawn care.) 


As soon as the ground is visible again 


under the snow and the urge to work on 
it returns, hers are a few tips on getting 
the lawn on edge. 


Because low and freezing temperatures 


stop growth much more than photo- 
synthesis, 
sugary 
materials 
in 
the 


stubble, roots, stolons, rhizomes, and 
leaves of grass accumulate during the 
winter. 


It won't hurt so don't be afraid to ap- 


ply a light application of nitrogen fertili- 
zer to stimulate food fixation by leaves, 
even though there is no visible growth. 


MANY OF US ORGANIC gardeners 


prefer a complete commercial fertilizer 
like Milorganite, which has the approval 
of the ecology movement. Otherwise, sift- 
ed, very ripe leftover compost mixed 
with phosphate rock and wood ashes can 
be applied with the spreader. Note: Com- 
post must be completely 
decomposed, 


the consistency of cigarette tobacco or 
finer. If no compost is available, substi- 
tute bone meal, a little blood meal, fish 
emulsion (all available from the nursery 
or farm store) for the nitrogen part of 
the home-made organic fertilizer. 


The Charles Klehm and Son Nursery 


sends along a suggestion to frost seed a 
lawn to bolster thin turf. 


Take a peek at the soil in your thin 


spots and notice the honeycomb soil pat- 
terns in it, a series of surface crevices, 
which are like protective caves to tiny 
seeds of grass. 


THESE HONEYCOMBS are formed by 


late winter and early spring alternate 
freezing and thawing. Their protective 
nature to seeds is one reason why seed- 
lings started now can succeed without 
soil cultivation. 


When the tender sprouts break out of 


seeds lodged in these crevices, they get 
good protection from drying winds and 
are more likely to find needed moisture. 


Though humidity is no problem this 


time of year, lack of ground warmth 
may slow sprouting. Still it is good to get 
the seed into the soil as early as possible. 
The seed will pass through initial sprout- 
ing stages and be ready for full response 
when warm weather does finally come. 


You can add the desired organic fertili- 


zer first and then seed, do it simulta- 
neously, or seed first. It makes little dif- 
ference. 


JUST A QUICKIE about crab grass 


killers and preventing chemicals. Why 
spend money on them when you can do 
the job for nothing with good cultural 
practices? You can discourage the weed 
by altering its environment. 


The real secret of crabgrass control is 


high mowing. Three inches high. The 
shade that high mowing provides will 
thwart crabgrass and deny it the room it 
needs to spread out and grow strongly. 
The cure for crabgrass also 
includes 


creation of a good soil structure. Use the 
fertilizer route with your sifted compost, 
phosphate rock, bone meal or Milorga- 
nite.

State Fencing 
Finals Begin 


THE HUMAN BODY has reached very 


close to its endurance in many athletic 
endeavors 


In the future you will see fewer and 


fewer records broken in sporting events 
of speed, weights and measures such as 
auto racing, track and field, weight lift- 
ing and swimming 


In other sports, such as lootball and 


hockey, records may still be broken with 
relative regularity but there will be a 
high cost and a high toll of injury. 


It 1* the opinion of this writer, as well 


«» thone In the iportlng and medical 
world*. Dut human beings hive reached 
their p«ak In many athletic feats. 


Weight lifting is the one sport that 


stands nut 


Weight lifters can develop their arms, 


backs, shoulders and legs to an endless 
point of achievement But the human 
wrist and the human knee can only take 
so much stress and strain — no matter 
how strong the weight lifter is 


In the world championships a few 


weeks ago one weight lifter dislocated a 
knee severely as he buckled under an 
incredible weight. The man's arms and 
shoulders were strong enough to lift the 
weight but his knee could not carry all 
that weight 


Then- U hardly a world class weight 


lifter alive who has not had Injuries to 
hi* wrtatx. The wrist, like the knee, is a 
joint. And Joint* were not made to stand 
up under the stress of hundreds of 
pound*. 


In auto racing, manufacturers can con- 


tinue to make faster and faster cars but 
two items in the sport have nearly 
reached their peak — the tracks and the 
drivers 


The laws of physics say that a turn or 


a curve can be made only so fast in an 
automobile If you go beyond the laws of 
physics, if you take the turn too fast, the 
automobile will not possibly make the 
turn and will crash 


As well reflexed as the racing drivers 


•re today human reflexes can only re- 
spond so fast. At some tracks speeds are 
reached as fast as 240 miles per hour. 


Breaking down that 241 miles per hour, 


the driver Is traveling at 40 miles per 
minute, 3,484 feet per second, 348 feet 
per one-tenth of a second. Therefore, If a 
racing driver miscalculates his timing by 
one-tenth ot a second he is in real 
trouble. Though, an fast as drivers' re- 
flexes can respond, getting down to 
tenths, humbredths and thousandths of 
seconds Is mighty ctese to the reflexes' 
peak. 


Track and field and swimming go 


hand-in-hand because both sports deal 
with individuals competing against the 
clock 


Three years ago it seemed that every 


14-year-old that dipped a big toe in a pool 
was in the midst of breaking another 
record. Lately the records have been 
coming fewer and farther between. 


T h e put to V swimming gener- 


ations 
namet) the Don Schollander 


group 
and 
lately 
the 
Mark 
Spitz 


group . . . were debated, very dedi- 


cated The world class swimmers spent 
every available minute in swimming 
pools practu ing and bringing those times 
down. 


But one hi is to wonder how much more 


dedicated youngsters can be. When the 
Schollanders and the Spitzes spend all 
available time in the pool, how much 
more time is available fer future swim- 
mers. There are only so many hours in a 
day. 


The same goes for track and field, par- 


ticularly the mile and two mile runs. Jim 
Ryun, a perfect specimen for the mile 
run, set records because he dedicated 
himself fto the task of breaking records. 
Who is going to be more dedicated7 How 
can anyone else spend more time at the 
drudgery of running? 


There is a generation of runners com- 


ing, the Steve Prefontaines and the Dave 
Merricks, and they might come close to 
the records of Ryun. But after this group 
passes on, long distance records will hold 
up long. 


This is not to say that swimming and 


track and field records will not be broken 
in the future. Better techniques and 
training will be discovered to improve 
performances. But the records will be 
holding up much longer than in the past. 


In recent years there has been an 


outcry over the long list of injuries in 
hockey and football, particularly football. 


Once again, we go back to the human 


joints. 


The human knee is very vulnerable in 


football because it simply cannot be pro- 
tected. When a knee is being twisted or 
jolted, no amount of padding is going to 
protect it 


The football knee is now under more 


stress than at any other time in the 
sport's history, and so are the other 
joints. 


Today's football players are bigger and 


faster than any of sport's predecessors 
and that is why the joints are coming 
unhinged. 


Imagine, if you will, a 230-pound run- 


ning back, such as Dallas' Duane 
Thomas, who can run the 100 in 9.6 meet- 
ing a 285-pound defensive taclke, such as 
Los Angeles' Deacon Jones, who has run 
the 100 in 9 8, colliding at full force. 


Something has to give every once in a 


while 


And that something is usually the knee. 
Pro football's players are still getting 


bigger and still getting faster. There will 
be a rookie coming into the NFL next 
year, Wilbur Young, of little William 
Perm College, who is 6-7, 315 pounds and 
can run the 40-yard dash in 4.9! 


Wilbur Young, needless to say, can 


generate quite a bit of force and power. 


In hockey, too, the players are getting 


bigger and they are skating faster. When 
two players collide, especially into the 
boards, injuries are simply going to oc- 
cur. 


Are the injuries going to decrease? 
Are athletes going to go beyond the 


limits of human endurance and continue 
to break records? 


I, for one doubt it. 


Notre Dame will bring the best record 


and a long impressive list of amateur 
titles to the state fencing meet which will 
be held this weekend in Huff Gymnasium 
at Urbana. 


The state meet will get underway to- 


day at 3 p*m. and will continue at 9 a.m. 
on Saturday. Twelve teams are entered. 


Notre Dame will bring a 13-1 record 


into the meet and is co-favored with 
Marshall of Chicago and Maine South for 
the state championship. Marshall is 10-1 
and Maine South is 10-2. In two dual 
meets this season, Maine South and 
Notre Dame each won one against each 
other. 


In recent years Notre Dame has en- 


tered the state championships with the 
best record but the Dons have finished 
no higher than fourth because the type of 
style of fencing and the scoring system is 
different at the state meet than at most 
dual meets and invitational meets. 


Though the scoring and the style may 


be the same this year at state, Notre 
Dame coach Rev. Lawrence E. Calhoun 
believes that his squad is well prepared. 


In the state meet each fencer gets a 


point for each victory. Those points count 
toward the team totals. Each team will 
enter six fencers in the tournament and 
they will play in a tournament basis. 


"If we can get all six of our boys past 


the first round and five or six past the 
second round, I think we'll have a good 


shot at finishing in the top three," Rev. 
Calhoun said. "We must get at least five 
boys into the third round or we won't 
have a chance to finish even close to the 
top." 


Notre Dame finished fifth in the state 


last year, fifth in 1969 and fourth in 1968. 


Tom Alcock will compete in the No. 1 


position for the Dons while taking an im- 
pressive record into the meet. Alcock has 
a 27-4 dual meet high school record and, 
including amateur invitational meets, his 
record is 115-25 overall. 


Alcock is one of the state's three high 


school fencers who have national rank- 
ings. One Maine South fencer and a 
teammate, Paul Quiniff, also have na- 
tional ratings. 


Quiniff finished out the 1970-71 season 


with a 32-10 high school record and an 86- 
45 record overall. Terry McConville, who 
won a championship in a Wisconsin in- 
vitational meet, will bring a 13-6 high 
school mark and an 80-32 overall record 
to Urbana. 


Sam Defigilo is 24-18 on the high 


school level and 62-33 overall, John Sto- 
vart is 19-17 in high school and 44-34 
overall and John St. Marie is 14-15 in 
high school and 16-34 overall. 


Alcock, Quiniff, McConville, Defigilo, 


Stovart and St. Marie will be Rev. Cal- 
houn's starting six with Gary Berlak, 13- 
10 in high school and 36-29 overall, as the 
alternate.

Regardless of the old saying that 


"You can't fight city hall," you might be 
able to sue it. 


Since statehood, the law of Illinois had 


been that counties, municipalities, school 
districts and most other units of local 
government were immune, or exempt, 
from responsibility for their 
wrongful 


acts or those of their employes. 


To citizens, says the Illinois State Bar 


A s s o c i a t i o n , this protective shield 
against liability had great importance. It 
meant, for example, that if you were in- 
jured by a school bus you could not suc- 
cessfully bring a civil suit against the 
school district for damages caused by 
one of its employes. 


The suit to recover damages could be 


brought against the bus driver as a pri- 
vate individual, who might be nearly 
penniless and uninsured, but his employ- 
er — the school district — was beyond 
the reach of the injured citizen. 


Many lawyers believed this was a flaw 


in the law and that local governments 
s h o u l d be accountable 
for their 


wrongdoings just as anyone else. 


In 1959 the Illinois Supreme Court 


ruled school districts were liable for 
their wrongful acts, or those of their em- 
ployes while engaged in school work. 
This new principle in the law soon was 
extended by the courts to apply to all 
segments of local government. 


In following years, the legislature 


enacted a number of laws to limit the 
effect of the court ruling on such units of 
government as park districts, townships 
and others. The law became a patchwork 
of special liabilities, exceptions and 
rules. 


The legislature in 1985, enacted a care- 


fully-drawn act which applied to all 
branches 
of local 
government 
and 


created uniform rules of immunity and 
liability. 


The law now provides, 
generally 


speaking, that all local government units 
are b'able for negligent acts to much the 
same extent as private citizens and cor- 
porations, but with some important ex- 
ceptions. The exceptions are listed in the 
statute, together with descriptions of cir- 
cumstances under which public employes 
are not liable for injuries resulting from 
what they do or fail to do. 


A public employe, for example, is not 


liable for enforcing or fal'ing to enforce 
a law unless he is guilty of "willful and 
wanton negligence" — which is a reck- 
less indifference to the injury his action 
or inaction is likely to cause to another. 


The ISBA point out that persons wish- 


ing to sue a unit of local government or 
one of its employes should consult an at- 
torney without delay because of special 
requirements included in the law. While 
most "damage cases" can be filed within 
two years of the injury, a different rule 
applies when a suit is brought against a 
public body. 


The law requires a special notice of 


intent to take legal action against a local 
government unit or one of its employes 
must be personally served within six 
months of the injury.

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Nothing Is New 


An auto graveyard is a blight upon the northwest suburbs. 


The interim plan by the Chicago Trans- 


portation Study (CATS) does not include 
any dramatic new solutions to trans- 
portation problems in the Northwest sub- 
urbs, Garred P. Jones, CATA, director, 
said this week. 


The plan, finalized last week by the 


CATS policy committee, is being kept un- 
der wraps until March 25 when it will be 
released to the press and government of- 
ficials. 
But 
some 
general 
features 


of the plan were disclosed when Jones 
appeared before a committee yesterday 
afternoon of the Northeastern Planning 
Commission (NIPC) to seek approval of 
some applications for federal funds. 


In response to questions following the 


committee session, the CATS director de- 
clined to disclose specifics of the plan 
but said, "There is nothing new in the 
p l a n r e l a t e d to Northwest Cook 
County. Everything presented has been 
talked about before." 


Comments from NIPC officials sug- 


gested the preliminary plan placed too 
much emphasis on highway improve- 
ment and failed to give adequate atten- 
tion to mass transportation problems. 


Committee member Earl Harrison, 


county commissioner from Lake County, 


was among those critical of the report 
for not proposing more solutions to mass 
transportation needs. 


"We're building more and more high- 


ways and appropriating more and more 
land to run more and more automo- 
biles," said Harrison. "And seemingly 
little is done to promote mass trans- 
portation, which seems to be far superior 
economically and every other way." 


The NIPC staff criticized the report for 


not making clear the commissions role in 
reviewing applications for federal funds 
to construct suburban transportation cen- 
ters. In the past, applications from indi- 
vidual communities have not been eli- 
gible for grants, because the federal gov- 
ernment requires transportation projects 
be part of an area-wide plan. 


Jones defended the report's provisions 


for suburban transportation centers by 
contending the projects were lower on 
the list of priorities. He said they might 
be given a higher priority if local com- 
munities could come up with match- 
ing funds. 


"Communities are in favor of these 


things," he commented. "The railroads 
are in favor of them. The problem is 
money."

EACH DAY IS a long one for Mandino

It was then he met W. Clement Stone,

SHE SAID WORK permits are pro- 


vided for students so employers need not 
worry about violating state labor laws. 


"It's a risk on their part because the

"But it has potential because they 
have someone to train who will be with 
them for a while " 


When Miss Krefft hears about a job 


opening, she sends at least two people, so 
there is competition. "The students are 
picked to go on the basis of sincerity and 
interest in the program" she explained. 
"They understand their qualifications, 
and how they present themselves is im- 
portant." 


Students are prepared for interviews in 


a special class Miss Krefft teaches. 
"When they have problems, we hash it 
out there," she said. "We talk about 
socio-economic awareness and employer- 
employe relationships." She also shows 
them how to fill out job applications and 
invites businessmen to the class to speaC 
on such topics as black and whites in 
business and how to conduct an inter- 
view. 


BESIDES THE special class, students 


also attend English, math, biology and 
physical education classes. 


Students in the program are "not over- 


ly enthused about school, cut classes and 
have a general apathy," Miss Krefft 
said. For a student to join the program 
the school must have his parents' ap- 
proval. "Then when they begin to earn 
their own money, they gain a responsi- 
bility and a small comprehension of what 
business is like," she said. 


But by reducing everything by a factor 


of 100,000, we can relate to it. For ex- 
ample, 17 cows in a pasture are much 
easier to visualize than 1,700,000. 


On this premsie, Mandino takes life in 


the U.S. and reduces everything by 
100,000. Hence, "Nutshell" gives us a 30- 
mile square island with 2,050 residents, 
three of whom are policemen, 250 who 
are nonwhite, and who have all somehow 
managed to jam together in a 1.5 square 
mile area called the big city. 


Once he has the country and all in it 


reduced to a comprehendable amount, he 
gives the reader a new perspective on 
everything from civil strife and the indif- 


ferent electorate to what we eat and how 
we worship. 


His book is a fantastic array of statis- 


tics and history, which, mixed together, 
brings the state of affairs in the U.S. into 
a new perspective. 


"WHAT'S IT ALL add up to? Here are 


some quotes from "Nutshell's" epilogue: 


"You 
have misused the land and its 


fruits, the air and its soft breezes, the 
water and its life-giving sweetness." 


"Worst of all, you have misused and 


mistreated nature's greatest miracle, hu- 
man life." 


"Sometime — we forgot how to love 


our God, our island, our environment, 


our neighbors and ourselves." 


"And the fruit of this forgetfulness is 


now being harvested by all our chil- 
dren." 


What Mandino has done is given us a 


miniature U.S., a nutshell, where budg- 
ets and statistics become more mean- 
ingful, where war and pollution become 
more absurd. 


In the middle of it all is the miniature 


man, so small Mandino says, "You find 
that you are alone because you deserve 
to be alone." 


And as Mandino puts it: "How is your 


perspective on that one?"

Residents of the Northwest suburbs 


may experience electrical power short- 
ages this summer which could result in 
voltage reductions or interrupted service. 


Paul Parker, Northwest area district 


superintendent for Commonwealth Edi- 
son explained to The Herald that state- 
ments by Byron Lee that "Edison's dan- 
gerously low reserve margin exposes our

for his family was set up at the Wheeling 
Trust & Savings Bank in Wheeling. Ac- 
cording to a Forest River Fire Depart- 
ment spokesman, there is almost $1,000 
in the fund. Those wishing to donate can 
send contributions to the bank in care of 
the "Fireman Nowakowski Fund." 


area to a continual threat of power inter- 
ruption." 


Lee, the company's coordinator of nu- 


clear power development, spoke after the 
Illinois Pollution Control Board denied 
Monday an application to begin using a 
nuclear power generating unit, Dresden 
3, before a water cooling lake for the 
station is completed. 


"We believe the public interest will be 


seriously and adversely affected if Dres- 
den 3, already behind schedule, is kept 
off the line until October," when the lake 
will be ready for use, said Lee. 


THE BOARD has no comment on Edi- 


son's claim, except to say no evidence 
has yet been, presented to substantiate or 
contradict the company's claim. The 
board has scheduled a special hearing 
for March 22-24 in the Field Museum to 
hear Edison's appeal. At that time, said 
Goerge Sullivan, administrative assistant 
to the board, Edison "must come in and 
prove to us that it (the danger of power 
shortage) is true. We really don't know 
what affect" the lack of Dresden 3 power 
would have, said Sullivan. 


Dresden 3 is near Morris, and Edison's 


two other nuclear stations are near Kin- 
caid and Joliet. 


The board agreed to allow Edison to 


test-run Dresden 3 while refueling one of 
the other stations. But it denied Edison's 
request to keep the Morris plant oper- 
ating because the $24-million cooling lake 
near Morris is not to be operating until 
October. The company sought to dis- 
charge hot water from the Morris plant 
into the Illinois River in the interim. 


The northern third of Illinois, which 


Edison serves, has not experienced a to- 
tal blackout similar to the one in New 
York in 1965. But during the last two 
summers, voltage in the Edison's service 
area has been reduced six times. 


The threats for this summer result 


from production problems at the two op- 
erating plants, and the lack of 809,000 kil- 
owatts from Dresden 3, said Lee. At the 
two Kinkaid units, Edison needs to repair 
turbine blades which are not in service. 
Joliet's plant is operating at two-thirds 
capacity. 


PARKER EXPLAINED -these prob- 


lems have put Edison at a 2.5 power re- 
serve margin, while the Federal Power 
Commission considers a 15 per cent mar- 
gin adequate: 


"If one of our generating units has dif- 


ficulty, we will not have enough power in 


our system to satisfy our customer's 
needs," said Parker. 


Edison has close ties with neighboring 


electric companies, he said, and if the 
firm were "backed into a corner," it 
could turn to its neighbors for help." 


But Edison might not get that help, 


said Parker, if those companies also ex- 
perienced generating problems or if Edi- 
son's difficulties arose at peak periods 
when all electric companies are drained 
of power. 


EDISON THEN would reduce voltage, 


in such slight amounts that the average 
consumer would not feel any lack of pow- 
er, he said. If this measure were in- 
sufficient to provide service to all Edison 
consumers, said Parker, the firm could 
cut off power to customers buying "inter- 
ruptible service." This service is. pro- 
vided at a slightly reduced rate to major 
firms, mostly in the steel industry, which 
agree their power can be eliminated 
on short notice. These firms do not main- 
tain emergency generators, and would be 
out of operation, said Parker. 


The final measure, one which Parker 


termed a "last ditch move" aimed at 
preventing a total blackout, would be to 
shut off power completely to entire areas 
of consumer use for short periods, say 15 
minutes. The shut-down would be alter- 
nated from one section to another, giving 
each area the same 15-minute blackout. 
Edison first would determine if emergen- 
cy services, such as hospitals, were in a 
given section, and if they were, that sec- 
tion would not be cut off. But all other 
areas would get the same treatment, 
said Parker.

erty owners in Cook County, their deed is 
either entered in the Torrens System or 
is insured by a title insurance company. 


These sfivices guard the property 


owner from a variety of claims. These 
include suits or judgments filed against 
the previous owner of the property, liens 
or lawsuits claimed against the property 
itself, unpaid taxes and special assess- 
ments, interpretation of the will of a for- 
mer owner, dower rights, forgery, fraud, 


mental incompetence, undisclosed heirs 
and a variety of other claims. 


PERSONS WITH A common name 


need special protection. For example, 
there are over 28,000 Johnsons in the 
records affecting Cook County real estate 
transactions, many with the same first 
name and initials. When a judgment or 
lien threatens ownership rights, the situ- 
ation is further complicated by the per- 
son using different spellings of his name 
over a period of years, or a spelling dif- 
ferent from other members of his family.

more than the cost for registration under 
the Torrens System.

The seller pays most of the costs 
for title insurance, he said. 


The aim of a title insurance company 


is to keep the owner in undisturbed own- 
ership and enjoyment of his property ac- 
cording to John Lambesis, of Mount 
Prospect, title consultant for the North- 
west Suburban area for Chicago Title 
and Trust Co. "Once we insure an own- 
er's claim on a piece of property, we 
take care of any claims which arise," he 
said. "One of the most common claims 
on property is the contractor who was 


not paid for his work, and puts a lien on 
the property also, marriage often clouds 
the situation. Some people don't get di- 
vorced before they remarry, or some- 
times a lost heir shows up." 


BEFORE THE COMPANY agrees to 


insure a claim on a piece of property, it 
goes through the process of bringing 
down the title or the title search. This 
involves following the chain of title 
through a series of transactions and 
documents affecting the title. 


The chain of title records are the basis 


fur the title insurance company's later 
actions. The title examiner must check 
the records of any transactions affecting 
real estate since the government made 
the original land grants. There are over 
25 million entries in the Cook County 
Recorder's office, with about 1,700 new 
entries added daily. 


"Our 
examination is based on the 


records in the Cook County Recorder's 
office," said Herbert H. Theiss of Arling- 
ton Heights, vice president and Hums Di- 
vision manager of Pioneer National Title 
Insurance Co. "If there are any objec- 
tions we note them in a preliminary title, 
for the seller or his lawyer to remedy. 


"THE FIRST TITLE check is com- 


pleted 30 to 60 days before the sale is 
closed," he said. "Then right before clos- 
ing, the title is brought up to date." 


David Murphy, Chicago Title and Trust 


vice president, said that once the original 
premium is paid, the title insurance com- 
pany agrees to provide legal defense of 
the owner's rights. If a loss is sustained, 
it will protect the owner up to the fun 
value of the policy. In its commitment, 
the firm spells out any rights or claims 
which are established, and which may be 
excluded from coverage.

59 Board of Education may 
discontinue its participation the North- 
west Kducational Cooperative (NEC) un- 
Irss substantial changes are made, it 
said in a letter sent to other participating 
school boards this week. 


School districts in the cooperative are 


l.>. 21. 23. 25. 26, 54. 59. 211 and 214 in a 
four township aren including Elk Grove, 
Palatine. Schnumburg and Wheeling. 


The 10-district cooperative has asked 


that all members pass a resolution of 
continuation by April 1. 


The NEC executive board will meet at 


R a.m. Saturday and is expected to dis- 
cuss the letter from Dist. 59. The meet- 
ing will be in the High School Dist. 214 
administration building, 799 W Kensing- 
ton. Mount Prospect. 


Withdrawal of each member from the 


cooperative, has a financial impact on the 
remaining members. 


According to Shame Hildebrandt, Dist. 


59 representative to the cooperative, this 
is why the other participating members 
have been notified ahead of the deadline 
on Dist. 59's reluctance to continue m the 
cooperative. 


The letter said the board was con- 


cerned about the "direction and purpose 
of NEC" and was considering dis- 
continuing its participation. Dist. 59 said 
it would like to give the other board 
members an opportunity to consider the 
changes which Dist. 59 is recommending. 


The effectiveness of NEC has been dis- 


cussed considerably by the board in the 
past few months. 


The Dist. 59 board has recommended 


that the NEC executive board become a 
decision-making board and be limited to 
either citizens or administrators, not 
both. The body now is made up of school 
board 
members 
with administrators 


serving as ex-officio members. 


The dist. 59 board has also recom- 


mended that the ideas for cooperative 
projects be from within the district in- 
stead of through outside sources. 


The administrative overhead used in 


operating the cooperative has also been 
questioned by the board, and changes 
are requested in this area. 


The cooperative presently has an exec- 


utive board, an executive director, and 
directors for each project which is imple- 
mented. 


Dist. 59 board membeers have claimed 


in the past that they have received few 
benefits from its participation in NEC, 
which cost them $5,000 last year. The 
rate has increased for participation be- 
ginning in April from 39 cents per stu- 
dent to 41 cents per student in addition to 
the $1,000 charge for each district. 


In review of past services the Dist. 59 


board members considered two of the ser- 
vices as very effective and useful to the 
district. They are the Northwest Subur- 


ban 
Special 
Education 
Organization 


(NSSEO) and the data processing ser- 
vice.

District Board Votes To Remain In NEC 


High School Di.it. 214. the adminis- 


trative district for the Northwest Educa- 
tional Cooperative (NEC), voted to re- 
main in the 10-district organization next 
year, though board members spent more 
than an hour Monday night debating the 
benefits the district is receiving for its 
$8,000 membership. 


Arthur Aronson, Arlington Heights, the 


board's representative to the NEC, urged 
the board to renew its membership de- 
spite recent disappointments with a bus 
transportation survey and a cooperative 
data processing program. 


"I admit we are not benefiting from 


the organization as much as the ele- 
mentary districts are. but I think we 
should stay in the NEC." Aronson said. 


As the Dist. 214 board representative, 


he said perhaps he should have taken a 
stronger 
position 
af. NEC governing 


board meetings to express the Dist. 214 
board's concerns. 


The NEC governing board Is made up 


of one board member from each of the 10 
member districts. Superintendents 
are 


also members, but do not have a vote on 
the NEC board. 


Leah Cummins. Dist. 214 board mem- 


ber from Elk Grove Village, said she 
was concerned about the NEC's adminis- 
trative costs. 


"I though a cooperative meant we 


could reduce or keep the same number 
of personnel, but every time a new pro- 
gram comes up, we have to hire some- 
one new to administrate it." 


Mrs. 
Cummins suggested school dis- 


tricts pool their central district adminis- 
trators rather than have the NEC hire 
another person to coordinate programs. 


"1 don't think the school districts are 


trying to cooperate with each other. Ad- 
ministrators are afraid to work with 
NEC personnel because they are a threat 
to their job security," Mrs. Cummins 
said. 


Aronson and school district adminis- 


trators pointed out the NEC has pro- 
moted communication between school 
districts and has provided a means for 
school boards to direct their adminis- 
trators to work with other school dis- 
tricts on projects such as cooperative 
purchasing, data processing and bus 
transportation. 


In other action, the board approved 


spending up to $20,000 for a new set of 
band uniforms for Wheeling High School. 


The board changed its mind about 


asking voters whether the district or par- 
ents should pay for textbooks. Last sum- 
mer the board decided to put the ques- 
tion to voters in the April 10 school board 
election. 


Supt. Edward Gilbert explained that if 


the question passed, the district instead 
of parents would have to spend $200,000 a 
year for textbooks. The money would 
come from the Educational Fund, which 
is at its maximum tax rate now. 


The board also approved paying about 


$30,000 tuition to High School Dist. 211 for 
students presently juniors at William 
Fremd High School to remain at Fremd 
next year if they choose. All incoming 
freshmen, sophomores, juniors and se- 
niors not now attending Fremd in the 
area of Rolling Meadows recently an- 
nexed to Dist. 214 will attend Rolling 
Meadows High School. The board also 
agreed to pay Dist. 211 to bus the seniors 
to Fremd next year.
